Ottawa, Fob. 21 — The report is current 
to-night that the government may not 
meet parliament but go to the country in 
May with a policy of further develop- 
ment of trade with Great Britain and an 
antt-Amerlcaii policy favoring the enact-' 
tnl'iit against Americans of till American 
laws which are repressive against 
Canada. 

An influential delegation from Toronto 
saw Mr. Turte to-day, and asked an 
appropriation of half a million to de- 
velop Toronto harbor. Tltey laid great 
stress ou the importance of the work to 
accommodate vessels from the Maritime 
Provinces when 14-foot navigation in 
the canals is complete. . Mr. Tarle in 
answering said he was for Canada first. 
Too much trade had been diverted to 
American channels. They had in Can- 
ada built railways, many of which di- 
verted trade to American ports. They 
must he stopped. He was quite willing 
to be good friends with the Americans 
hut in order that Canada must be her 
own boss, he hoped to see this session a 
general scheme of waterway improve- 
ments, including Improvements in Hali- 
fax. St. .iolin, Montreal, Quebec, nnd 
the lakes. He realized the importance 
of getting Nova Scotia coal to ports on 
the Groat Lakes and promised favorable 
consideration to Toronto's application. 

Gen. Mutton in the semi-weekly orders 
reproves D.O.C.'s for giving to news- 
papers instructions sent by him which 
he considers of n private nature. The 
General quite believes in keeping the 
press posted on militia matters but 
wishes it understood that the Ottawa 
correspondents are the only pebbles on

CEKMANY IN SAMOA. 

Chief Justice Chambers Should Have 
Regarded the Old Objection by 
His Countrymen. 

Berlin, Feb. 21.— The Cologne Gazette 
to-day in an inspired article sharply 
criticizes the recently published letter 
addressed by Chief .Justice Chambers of 
Samoa, to his brother. The paper says: 
" The facts of the situation are that 
Mat'iiafa received five-sixths and Malic- 
toa Tnnus one-sixth of the votes cast. 
The election was conducted in strict ac- 
cordance with Samoan custom. Malie- 
toa Tonus was ineligible according to 
Samoan customs, as he is only 18 years 
old. Mr, Chambers prior to the election 
conceded Mataafa's ineligibility. All 
these facts Mr. Chambers ignored when 
he declared Mnlietoa Tanus elected. His 
declaration that Mataafa was ineligible 
comes with particularly bad grace, be- 
cause it was the American delegates at 
the conference of lSSt) who did not ad- 
mit Germany's objection to Mataafa."

THICKS OF TREATY MAKERS. 

Canadian Ministers Supposed to Have 
. , >Vithdrawn for Effect Upon Home 
Politics. 

Washington, Feb. 21.— Without any 
purpose to start a Hood of recriminations 
the members of the joint high commis- 
sion feel that they have not been to 
blame for the failure to reach an agree- 
ment, but that they are justified in the 
statement that they have made conces- 
sion after concession. It is supposed 
that reasons of internal policy founded 
on the belief that they would be in 
better position at the session of the par- 
liament just beginning if able to assert 
that they had refused to sacrifice Can- 
adian interests, have animated the Can- 
adian members of the commission in 
their course. It is just possible that 
hotter results may attend a further con- 
ference of the joint body next summer, 
but while the officials here regret ex- 
ceedingly the failure so far to reach an 
agreement it is said positively that the 
American side 1ms made its last conces- 
sions and the Canadians cannot expect 
any better terms hereafter than they 
have now refused. 

PLUMBERS OUT OF DATE. 

Electricity Applied With Success to 
Thawing Out Water Pipes. 

Madison, Wis., Feb. -1.— Professoi 
Wood, instructor in physics in the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, has organized tin 
idea of thawing out frozen water pipes 
with electricity, and made two success- 
ful experiments. He takes the electric 
current used for street lights, attaches 
one wire- to the frozen pipe Inside the 
cellar of one house, and another wire to 
a similar pipe In the adjoining or any 
house, tlius completing the circuit. A 
current: of about r>0 volts is then turned 
on, heating the pipes and fuelling the 
ice within. Professor Wood used a 
■"transformer" to reduce the voltage so 
that the current would not melt the pipes.

Toronto, Feb. 21. — The Mail's special 
from Washington says: "As indicated in 
my despatch yesterday would be the case 
the farce of the Anglo- American joint 
high commission, after weeks and weeks 
of vain and ill-directed efforts, has con- 
cluded and the Canadians will pack their 
trunks at the Shorehum hotel and travel 
towards their native soil. There is pro- 
vision for a meeting of the commission 
ou August 2 at Quebec but none of the 
commissioners really believe that the 
meeting will ever take place. There is 
one hope nnd it is tltut during the sum? 
mer the Alaskan boundary question can 
be settled through diplomatic negotia- 
tions. 

The Alaskuti boundary was the one 
thing that prevented an agreement. Once 
last week there was a time -when an 
agreement oft it seemed possible and that 
possibility encouraged the belief that a 
treaty Mas at hand. The history of the 
boundary question in connection with 
the negotiations is rather interesting. 
If the commissioners had been able to 
keep the arrangement secret a treaty 
might have been reached. These des- 
patches have long ago told how the 
secret leaked out through Senator Per- 
kins, of California, arid how angry pro- 
tests from the West frightened the Am- 
erican commissioners from the conces- 
sion they had half agreed to, and when 
the hope for that concession fled the Can- 
adians were out-generalled. 

"Both sides were stubborn, hut the 
Liberals managed their case here badly. 
They could not agree among themselves, 
let alone agreeing with the Americans. 
Mr. Charlton would take one way and 
Sir Louis Dnvies another. The attitude 
of the .Canadians was not stiff enough. 
The Americans are bigger bluffers, and 
like to deal with people who present their 
case sternly, not like supplicants. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier himself moved the ad- 
journment, which marks the failure of 
what was to be the star feature of his 
ministry."

Mr. Jameson attended a board of trade 
meeting this afternoon, at which the 
Kettle Valley railway charter was under 
discussion. lie moved u resolution urg* 
Ihg that the charter should be granted 
and no monopoly given any railway in 
British Columbia. He supported the 
resolution in a stirring speech, and at tho 
lose of the meeting, shortly after IS 
o'clock, went home for dinner. 

After the meal he read the papers and 
discussed with his wife the danger of 
carrying firearms. He said, " I have 
one here now," and pulled out a revolver, 
which he examined. His wife turned 
away to her household dtities, and it. sec- 
ond later the weapon was discharged, tho 
bullet entering near the mouth and jxiss- 
Olit through the backbone, causing 
instant death. 

The first reports were that Mr. Jame- 
son had committed suicide, but Mrs. 
Jameson says her husband was never in 
a more cheerful mood than to-night, and 
during the afternoon meeting he was in 
splendid spirits. He had but recently re- 
turned from a Southern trip for the bene- 
fit of his health. 

Deceased was a very popular man in 
Winnipeg. Having occupied the posi- 
tion of chairman of finance for several 
years, he -was then elected mayor by a 
large majority, and in 18'.)" he was re- 
turned as Liberal member for Winnipeg 
by 1,117 majority, the bye-election being 
caused by the unseating of lion. Hugh 
John Macdonald. He was 48 years of 
age, atid leaves u widow and two child- 
ren.

Liberal Ministers Solid in 
Their Districts. 



Millions for Eastern Public Works 
While the West Must Go 
Short.

Toronto, Feb.. 21. — (Special) — Sir 
Charles Tupper arrived in this city this 
morning from Ottawa uud is the guest 
of W. H. Keaty. lie will remain in 
Toronto until Thursday evening, when 
he returns to Ottawa, 

Sir Charles accounts for the defeat of 
the Conservatives in New Brunswick by 
.the fact that the federal government, 
while the Tories held office, steadily re- 
fused claims made by both Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick against the federal 
treasury. The former province claimed 
■$1,200,000 and the latter §500,000. It 
was now hoped that with the Liberals in 
power at Ottawa these sums would bo. 
Landed over to the provinces. ILenee the 
recent Liberal gains in both Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick. 

Then the expenditure of three-<iuarters 
of a million dollars on the harbor of 
St. John added in no small measure to 
strengthen Premier ISnunersou's major- 
ity, and the arrangement with the West- 
ern Extension railway for the purchase 
of that route by the Dominion to add it 
to the intercolonial .system was another 
stroke of political diplomacy tin 1 -!, gained 
votes. 

"But it means saddling the Dominion 
with more debt. You know how it wan 
proposed to pay $1,000,000 for property 
worth only $500,000 in the Drunimond 
County railroad deal. This will be a 
similar transaction. Yon will find Mr. 
Blair enlarging the deficits of the Inter- 
•eoloninl railway instead of reducing 
thorn, as he promised." 

ADVENTURE ON THE TRAIL. 

Klondlkcr Nearly Murdered by a Man 
He Had Befriended — Bonanza 
Creek Investors. 

Seattle, Deb. 21.— The steamer City of 
Seattle, Capt. Hunter, arrived from 
Skngway early yesterday morning, Sev- 
eral of the passengers are from the in- 
terior, among them being J. M. Dough- 
erty, who recently sold several valuable 
claims on Bonanza creek to an English 
syndicate. He left immediately after 
arriving in Seattle for Victoria, where tt 
representative of the syndicate is at 
present. 

Another passenger was T. W. Sander- 
son, who was nearly murdered at Can's 
station by n man he had befriended on 
the trail. Mr. Sanderson left Dawson 
last November. After travelling nlong 
for some distance an unknown man ap- 
proached him and asked if he might ac- 
company him to the coast, being without 
money and an outfit. Sanction was giv- 
<mi and together they started over the 
ice. Mr. Sanderson became suspicious of 
his new found friend by his actions, and 
as he had $4,000 in his possession, de- 
termined to keep a elose watch on his 
travelling partner. One evening when 
the Hootalinqua river was reached, San- 
derson's partner complained of his feet 
freezing and proposed that camp be 
made for the night. 

Sanderson kept watch the forepart of 
the evening, not turning in until mid- 
night, when his friend took the watch. 
He soon fell asleep, but was awakened, 
by receiving a number of blows on his 
head. Hastily getting lo his feet a light 
ensued between him ami bis partner, who 
had an axe and was attempting to strike 
him on the head. After a short, struggle 
Sanderson got his partner down anil took 
the axe away from him. The 'friend" 
pleaded that he was for the time being 
mentally deranged, and asked for mercy. 
Although Sanderson had received sever- 
al severe cuts on the bend lie pitied the 
man he was helping and travelled Kith 
him to Tagish. where he was turned over 
to the Mounted Police. Sanderson's 
wounds soon healed up, but I he scars re- 
main.

Recruiting in Canada Under Con- 
sideration—Address Passed 
Without Divioion 



By Associated Press. 

London, Feb. 21.— The address to' the 
Queen, in reply to the speech from tins 
throne at the opening of parliament on; 
February 7, was adopted in the House 
of Commons, to-day without a division. 

The parliamentary secretary for the 
war office, Mr. Wyndbam, replying to a 
question on the subject, said that re- 
cruiting in Canada for regular army of 
Great. Britain was under consideration 
and he was not prepared to admit that 
there were any obstacles to such a step 
on the other side of the Atlantic. 

By a vote of 200 against 120 the 
house rejected a motion to remove the 
bishops from the House of Lords on the 
ground that their presence there is in- 
compatible with their religious duties. 
The debate was notable for a remarkable 
proposal by Lord Salisbury's son, Lord 
Hugh Cecil, who in a quaintly amusing 
.speech move an amendment suggesting 
that instead of removing the bishops it 
would be preferable to create the great 
non-conformist preachers life peers and 
so make the House of Lords more rep- 
resentative of the educated classes. 

Mr. Arthur J. Balfour, the government 
leader,', described Lord Cecil's proposi- 
tion as "embarrassing and unconvention- 
al," and urged him to withdraw the 
amendment. The house was highly amus- 
ed at the incident and the amendment 
was negatived without division. 



GOLOMA IN . DISTRESS 



One of th» Chemainns Lumber 
Fleet Forced to Put Back, 
for Repairs. 



Lost Her Deck Cargo Off the Cape 
and Hud a R.iujli Time 
Generally. 



Bark Coloma, which sailed from here 
on the 10th inst. with a cargo of lumber 
from Chemainns, bound for Tientsin, 
China, was sighted off the Cape on Mon- 
day with distress signals Hying, and 
was towed back to Fort Angeles, where 
she is now awaiting instructions from 
lier owners. On the fifth day out the 
vessel ran into a terrific blow, kicking 
up mountainous seas, which swept the 
vessel from stem to stern, currying every- 
thing movable on the deck overboard. 
The big dcckload was wrenched from 
its lashings and precipitated into the 
sea by n second big wave, which the 
vessel encountered. The Coloma labored' 
heavily in the sea, and the sounding well 
showed that she was making water with 
greater rapidity than the pumps could 
handle. ■ The captain accordingly could 
about and arrived at Port Angeles with 
eleven feet of water below deck3.

Five ilea's Terrible Journey 
Turougrh Unoxploiea Wilus

SEVENTl'-lllLE UIVEIt, Alaska, Dee. 
£0, 1808.— There Is a story of hardship, 
characteristic of Alaska, with Incidents of 
cold and semi-starvation, a perilous jour, 
uey for help through an unexplored wilder- 
ness, and a prompt and heroic attemht at 
rescue. 

J. A. Ritchie, of Montreal; D A Mc- 
1'hee, of Winnipeg; Hby Moffatt of 'Pem- 
broke, Out.; Philip Ulllneau, French Cana- 
dian, of Duluth; and "Alec" Holmes, of 
* regno, On]., were live victims of the mueh- 
lamled Edmontou route, who found them- 
selves on the headwaters of the Porcupine 
river this season too late to attempt the 
descent of that river by boat. With uo 
other guide than one of Ogllvle's charts, 
they started, sometime after winter !.;ul 
set In, to make a southward cross-country 
trip of about 200 miles to reach the Yukon. 

Holmes froze both feet nt the outset, 
though not very seriously, and believing 
himself unequal to the long trip, decided 
I" turn hack and trust to getting enough 
tulmon at a previously found hole In the 
Ice to keep off starvation until help 
should come. Holmes and Bllluenu were 
partners, an Independent party to Unit of 
the other tnreo men, hut the" two parties 
had joined for the trip up the Porcupine 
and overland. After a short consultation, 
it was (ieeideel that Moffatt ami BUlnenu 
remain with Holmes, Moffatt being a par- 
ticularly good shot, and the best hunter 
of the party, while Ritchie and McPhee 
continued the journey as already planned, 
but to return with help us soon as It could 
be secured. 

Holmes, Moffutt and Ulllneau went Into 
camp at "Fish Branch," on the upper Por- 
cupine: Holmes fiaheti, and Moffatt and 
Ulllneau hunted. They had seven dogs with 
them, while the other two men pushed on 
with four. All the party were rather poor- 
ly provided with clothing for cold weather, 
but they were Btout young fellows, ranging 
in age front 25 to ;io. 

Ritchie and llSVbee left the others Octo- 
Get 31. They crossed *he three little lakes 
at the extreme headwaters of the Porcu- 
pine, tolled over a low mountain range, 
with snow about two feet deep, traversed 
a wide and uneven valley drained by three 
tributaries of the mysterious Ogilvle river, 
climbed over another loiv range, and found 
themselves en the head of the Left Fork 
of Big Sheep creek, which pours into the 
Yukon six or seven miles below here, or 
about Kill miles below Dawson. They reach- 
a cabin at the mouth of Big Sheep a i w

y . CHASED BY WOLVES. 

They had seen some game oil the way, but 
tas is the proverbial case with BlUrving men, 
Were unable to get any of It. They were 
followed for a distance by a band of the 
huge Alaska timber wolves. These were so 
threatening that the young men saved their 
remaining ammunition to protect them- 
selves In ease of actual attack. Alaska 
wolves, by the way, though of tin? largest 
size, have rarely, if ever, been known to 
attack man, but Instances are not rare of 
their boldness in attack on a dog team on 
the road. Only a few days ago a party 
on the way here from Circle City lost a 
dog In the night. A big Malamutc, .dragged 
away from camp several hundred yards by 
a wolf and killed and partly eaten, before 
the men had time to rush out and rescue 
the brute. 

The two young men found good friends 
nt the cabin. It was occupied by four 
"old-timers," Al. and Lee Bate, George 
Stiller and Julius Sternberg. These men at 
once volunteered to return to hcjp the rest 
of the party out of Its predicament. Young 
McPhee had an Incipient attack of scurvy, 
and also a frost-bitten too. Young Ritchie, 
who, despite Lis late rnwhlde diet, was In 
good shape to travel again in a few days, 
acted as guide for the return party, his 
companions being Lee Pate and Julius 
Sternberg. With several extra pairs of 
snowshoes, borrowed at Star, the party set 
forth November 13, with 30 days' food sup- 
ply. As the young men had come through 
In" 10 days, the relief party had no doubt 
or making the round trip within a month. 

Over six weeks passed and no word was 
heard from them, The people of Seventy- 
Mile and Star began to t!>'l: of sending a 
relief party after them. Finally yesterday 
the Post-Intelllgcncer correspondent made 
the trip to the cabin ou Slice)) creek, anil 
there found tin- party had just returned. 
They had been six days practically without 
food, btlt, as they expressed 11. were "all 
right now," having eaten frequently and 
generously since getting home.

and were disposed to make light of their 
hardships, Jokingly remarking that they 
bad discovered the Heedlessness of carry- 
ing provisions In an Alaskan winter trip-- 
a "useless expense and trouble, for," said 
Pate, "you don't feel hungry any more lif- 
ter the second or third day, though you d 
feel yourself getting a little weaker all th 
time. But the little tea and tobacco w 
lad helped out wonderfully. The worst 
feature about going without food Is that 
It makes you more susceptible to cold, 
more apt to freeze. We were unable to 
sleep the last two nights— had to stay up 
and keep a roaring lire going. Yes, of 
course, we had the dogs, and had we not 
known that we could probably hold out 
until we reached home, one or two of the 
animals might have gone the way of the 



flesh. 



Unfortunately, they had not found the 
party whom they had gone to relieve. They 
bad found the camp at Salmon hide, near 
Fish Branch, and had there found a note 
left by Moffatt, saying that the party had 
been unable to replenish their supply of 
jr !;!! !e «r fish, and. fearing that assistance 
might be delayed In reaching them, had de- 
cided to attempt the return trip to La 
Pierre house, some 2O0 miles down the Por- 
cupine, on the Belle river, tint terminus of 
the portage from Fort Mcl'herson, on the 
Peel river. 

La Pierre house is an old abandoned 
trading post, but a few Indians usually 
winter in that vicinity, and from there the 
men might get' help. Otherwise, they 
might be able to make the "portage" to 
Fort Mcpherson, 80 miles further, where 
some of the party had a large amount of 
provisions cached. Though the note did 
not so state, It was evident that Holmes 
was able to travel, though doubtless with 
some aid from the dogs, of which they had 
seven. 

Ritchie thinks they were doubtless able 
to make the trip, though they started with 
so little food that they would probably 
have to eat some of the dogs, a necessity 
to which more than one Alaska traveller 
has been driven in times past. They were 
not, however, very warmly clothed to with- 
stand cold on short rations. 

' It is to be regretted," said Mr. Pate, 
"that they did not come on their way. la- 
stead of turning back to go over 200 miles 
further north: Had they done ho, they 
would have met us about half way, and 
both parties of us would hove probably 
been saved considerable hardship. How- 
ever, they knew their way back over the 
trail they had come and Were Ignorant of 
the country this way. They had no means 
of knowing If their partners had reached 
ihe Yukon or had not been lost, and per- 
ished In the mountains, a fate which might 
overtake another such attempt." 

The mombt-rs of the relief party were 
reluctant to go Into "harrowing details" 
of their or.perlenoss; they had no desire to 



That they had gone without food almost 
too long was evidenced to them 'shortly 
after their arrival, when they attempted 
to eat. 

Sternberg fainted outright, and consider- 
able eiTort was required to bring him 
around. The others experienced more or 
less Inconvenience, as nausea, vertigo, etc., 
but with a little caution were soon able to 
eat heartily. On the trip they bad but one 
opportunity for a shot at game. A moose 
was seen, and Sternberg, the nimrod of the 
party, ami' a man of some reputation as a 
banter who did not "miss," attempted to 
secure the animal, and "missed." 

"That worried Jule," sabl one of the 
party, "but a really hungry man can never 
bit anything anyway." 

The men were hard at work yesterday 
repairing sleds and snowshoes, sacrificed on 
the trip. The snowshoe lacings and all 
spare hide or skins, even to the dog whip, 
had been fed to the dogs ou the return 
trip. 

THAT EDMONTON ROUTE. 
Young McPhee has quite recovered from 
the effects of scurvy and frost bite. Nar- 
rating the experiences of their party, 
Ritchie said: 

"V.'e left Edmonton 1 early la September. 
1S07, having been Induced to try that route

At' Smith's Rapid 
It took from $15 to $100 to have your boat 
taken through. At Fort McPhersmi, on the 
Peel river, wo had to take the 80-tiillo port- 
age over to Porcupine waters. Here In- 
dians are Indispensable, If' you care to get 
an outfit over, the packing dun go being 
.','7 a hundred jounds. 

"It was July before McPhee, Moffatt and 
I finally arrived on the Porcupine, with but, 
a few hundred pounds of food.- Here wo 
Were Joined by Holmes and Ulllneau, who, 
like ourselves, had decided to try the ex- 
treme headwaters. We prospected all sum- 
mer and found no gold, and I believe 1 am 
safe in saying that there Is no pay on the 
headwaters of the Porcupine. But during 
summer there were plenty of game In that 
region and we got along very well as re- 
gards food. It was not until after both 
Hour and tobacco had given out that things 
began to look blue for us. Yet we were 
making good progress towards the Yukon, 
and all would have been able to get out 
of tin- country nil right but for the acci- 
dent of Holmes freezing bis feet." 

Mr. Ritchie then told In detail the Story 
Of the trip out Tor help by McPhee ami 
himself, how their food gave out In four or 
live days and bow they were threatened by 
a band or wolves, which were finally driven 
off. Also how bad luck laid followed I wo 
efforts to shoot game they saw, and hew 
they were finally reduced to the necessity 
of eating, one after the other, five beaver 
hides. 

"How did yon manage to eat them':" 
"Oil. we just, singed oft all the hair, then 
toasted pieces of the hide to a crisp over 
the lire, and chewed." 

Both McPhee .and Ritchie have Hi He 
doubl that Moffatt, Bllluenu and Holmes 
were able to reach La Pierre house, though 
it was a long, hard trip to make Inside the 
Arctic circle. In mld-wlnter, on short ra- 
tions. 



The Q.P.N, steamer Danube returned yes- 
terday morning from the North. She left 
Lynn canal on Friday last and brought as 
passengers twelve railroad hands and two 
Dawsoultes, the latter being Messrs. D. 
tJ fills and It. Brown, who left Dawson City 
on January lit), and reached Skagway Feb- 
ruary 15. The voyage down from Skagway 
was void of anything of public Interest, ex- 
cepting that the lug Czar, which has been 
gone from port since the first of tin; month, 
was passed at Safety Cove, where she was 
at anchor taking shelter from a prevailing 
nljrh wind. She had a ship in tow, thought 
to be the Columbia, coming' down for a load 
f coal, and was 'expecting to make Union 
he next day. 

News comes from Skagway of an unfor- 
tunate accident occurring at Log Cabin on 
aturday noon, the 11th instant. Harry 
Hudson, a railroad employee, who was 
known us "powder man," was struck by 
k and Instantly killed. After loading a 
hole with powder and giving the usual 
Warning lie took shelter behind u big 
boulder. He remained there until the blasts 
went off, and had he remained where he 
was he could not possibly have been In- 
jured, but either forgetting himself, or 
rendered by long experience, lie came out 
ur his sheltered place and received his 
death blow. 

A party of prospectors who left Skagway 
for the Porcupine and Big and Little ,S«l- 
mon districts on the Z1[U Cl lust mouth 
have just returned with very favorable . 
reports. From Skagway they weat r 
Haines' Mission, then up the Chllcat r'vor 
to Big Salmon and headwaters of Little 
Salmon. They coKitnenced prospecting at 
the headwaters, ot these Streams on the 
various creeks tributary. Although the 
snow in many place was from six to ten 
feet deep, they found many open places In 
the creeks which enabled them to do con- 
siderable panning. In one instance they 
dug tlOWli through ten feet of snow and 
from the gravel bank panned ns high as 
ten colors to the pan, some colors being 
the size of pin heads. They discovered 
and located on three new creeks, which 
they named, respectively, Double Cross 
creek, Canon creek and Baby gulch. These 
creeks nre well towards the head of Big 
Salmon. They report the country easy of 
access. The formation Is slate, porphyry 
and quartz. There Is an abundance of 
limber on both Big nnd Little Salmon, 
there being plenty of spruce and hemlock 
for all mining purposes. However, higher 
up tlie tributary creeks ou which they 
located only cottonwood Is found, but there 
Is ample for ail needs. On their way out 
they .net many parties going In.

; DISCUSSION THROTTLED. 

The action of Mr. Speaker Forster yes- 
terday in shutting off dobt«tG on the bud- 
get, will be heartily condemned by every 
one, and it has already been pronounced 
wholly without justification by govern 
moot supporters, as well as by members 
of. the opposition. The facts are that 
lifter Mr. Turner had spoken and been 
followed by Mr. Scnilin and Col. Baker, 
there was a pause, Mr. Booth, who was 
to speak next on the side of the opposi 
lion, waiting to see if any government 
man was going to rise. The Speaker 
asked the usual question three times, us 
the rule requires, but immediately after 
asking it the third time, and notwith 
standing the fact, that Mr. Booth and 
Mr. EbertS were both rising to speak, 
hi' rang the division bell and the question 
was put. 

This may soem a very clever piece of 
strategy to Mr. Forster, but most people 
will regard it as sharp practice, highly 
discreditable to him in every way. It is 
subversive of fair discussion, without 
which it is impossible to conduct the 
business ot the legislature. Mr. Forster 
has been carrying things with a very 
high hand. Yesterday he stopped Mr 
Turner from referring to Mr, Deune's 
action on Bill No. 1, although the custom 
is in every legislature to allow wide lati- 
tude in the discussion of the budget. II 
lias managed to choke off the opposition 
at a time when they had a right to hav 
and when it should have been his studied 
effort: to give them every opportunity to 
continue the debate. The discussion had 
only lasted a few hours. Members o 
both sides of the house had made copiou 
notes, but the Speaker was determined 
the discussion should cease and stopped 
it. 



THE REPEAL 01' THE SUBSIDIES 

The government, or more correctly 
speaking. Mr. Martin's bill to repeal tin 
subsidy acts is an extraordinary exhibi 
tiou of wrongheadedness. Passing over 
the fact that the hill cancels the Crow's 
Nest Pass subsidy, for there seems to hi 
an understanding that Mr. Martin mad 
si blunder in this respect, and one 
that has already been n costly blun- 
der Id many innocent people, by reason of 
its effect upon the stock market, we will 
.speak more particularly of the subsidi 
granted by the Loan act of 1808. As 
every one remembers, this act provided 
for subsidies of $-1,000 a mile for three 
railways — one from the Const to the Col 
umbiit, with a Victoria connection; on< 
from the Coast to QuOStielle; ai.d Dili 
from tin.' Coast, to the Yukon. There is 
no information before the government or 
I he legislature as to what has been done 
by the several persons or companies ti 
whom the subsidies would become pay- 
able in the event of the railways, to 
which they were to be applied, being eon 
Ktrueted. Some few years ago the prov 
inn- of Quebec found it expedient to can 
eel some subsidies, but before this was 
done due notice was given, and tin- appli 
cants for tin- subsidies were allowed 
reasonable time to protect themselves 
against any loss. It may or may not 
he objectionable to permit oilers of sub- 
sidy to lie upon the statute book year 
lifter year uncalled for. No harm 
comes of it; but if the proposition were 
.simply to repeal acts giving subsidies for 
the construction of railways that no one 
had the least intention of building, possi- 
bly there would he no serious objection. 
But where negotiations have been begun 
for the construction of a railway to 
which a subsidy has been offered; when 
■work has been done in connection with 
it, or when a contract has been signed 
for construction, it is absolutely unjust 
to stop in and wipe off the subsidy act 
from the statute book, without giving the 
parties interested a chance to be heard, 
or offering to indemnify them. 

Referring especially to the Vancouver, 
Victoria & Eastern railway, we have 
here an enterprise' for the construction of 
whic h a contract has been signed under 
tin? subsidy act. conditioned for the com- 
mencement of work by May 14th next. 
Ju thjs connection a considerable sum of 
money has bo.M exjMmdeo. Possibly the 
outlay in connection with that portion 
between Penticton ami the Coast, from 



which the subsidy is to be taken away, 
exceeds $50,000. The company are get- 
ting in n position to begin work by the 
time mentioned in their contract with the 
government, and would undoubtedly be 
able to make a beginning at the time 
specified. Suddenly and without a min- 
ute's notice the whole arrangement has 
been upset by the cancellation of the 
act giving the subsidy, and upon the 
strength of which the company entered 
into a contract, with the province. This 
is repudiation, pure and simple. If such 
a contract had been made with a private 
individual, he could be compelled by a 
decree of the court to carry it out, but of 
course no such process lies: against a' 
government. This will not justify the 
proposed action in any one's eyes. A 
breach of good faith is as march a breach 
f good faith when the courts cannot 
touch it as when they can. Repudiation 
is as much repudiation when done by an 
act of the legislature, and even worse, 
than when doae in an ordinary business 
transaction. 

No greater blow can be struck at the 
clfnre of a province than to have word 
out that it repudiates its solemn on- 
agements. Once the state of Virginia 
repudiated its obligations, and the act 
almost completely destroyed the credit of 
the American states in the money mar- 
ket. British Columbia is just about en- 
tering upon what we all hoped was to bo 

period of exceptional prosperity. Every 
one looked forward to the advent: of 
capital. Tor we felt assured that invest- 
ors would feel safe in placing their 
money in a country where British prin- 
ciples dominated legislation. The legis- 
lation or this session is the worst blow 
the province could have received in this 
connection. In the first place we had 
the assumption by the government or 
the right to cancel at its own sweet will 
any rights that might be acquired In- 
corporations in placer mines, without 
any provision whatever for compensation, 
and now we have the monster, Repudia- 
tion, lifting its horrible head in the 
legislature. 

The cancellation of the subsidy to the 
western portion of the V. V. & B. is a 
direct, blow at Victoria, because an esseii- 
tinl condition of the agreement was the 
construction and maintenance of a ferry 
between the Island and the Mainland. 
Possibly this may be the reason why 
Mr. Martin was in such haste to abolish 
this subsidy that he could not take tiim 
to permit the company to be heard be- 
fore introducing the measure. Presum 
ably Mr. Higgins will vote for the new 
measure. If he does, and if be ventures 
afterwards to come back to the people of 
Esquimalt and ask election as a cabinet 
minister, he will find that he will lost- 
more votes through that act than he was 
able to cut off from the list by disfran- 
chising the members of the Imperial ser 
vice. It. will be interesting to see how 
Messrs. Forster, Henderson and Munro 
will explain to their constituents why 
they came to vole for the death blow to 
a railway which meant So much for 
them. Mr. Henderson will have a parti 
cularly difficult time, for he and his con 
stitticuts will have the satisfaction of 
knowing that if he had remained true t> 
his ante-election pledges, the present out 
rage Could not have been committed. 



THE SPEECHES OX SUPPLY. 

The Finance Minister did not receive 
many compliments upon his first budget 
speech. If one were disposed to follow 
the example which he has set in hi 
newspaper of the method of referring to 
opponents, it would be easy to discover 
grounds for saying things that would 
appear severe. But the Colonist has no 
disposition to deal unfairly with Mr. Cot- 
ton, and so will only tell him that his 
speech would have gone better if he had 
not kept: so closely to figures, whic 
when piled one upon the other, with littl 
or no explanation, cannot be followed 
with interest and are always a source of 
embarrassment to the speaker. 

The changes which Mr. Cotton has 
made in the manner of stating the pub- 
lic accounts in his printed estimates 
placed him, his hearers and every one 
else at a disadvantage. This is not to 
say that the change is a wrong one, but 
until people get used to the new system, 
there will be many mistakes in compari 
son with former years. Mr. Cotton says 
that the OoloniM made an error in esti- 
mating the cost of civil government be- 
cause it. did not take note of the fact 
that certain matter included in that 
account this year appeared elsewhere in 
1 he last, estimates. When Mr. Turner 
in his reply dealt with the question of 
salaries, Mr. Cotton had frequently 
rise to say that lie would find what, ap- 
peared to be a reduction made up else- 
where. This sort of thing contributed to 
Mr. Cotton's difficulties in making a 
wholly successful budget speech; but the 
Colonist sees no reason why it should 
withhold from him the compliment of 
having, in Ins first effort in this line, 
acquitted himself with ability. The ref- 
erence is to the manner of presentation, 
not to the matter thereof. 

Mr. Turner had for him the novel ex- 
perience of criticizing a budget. After 
ten years' experience as Finance Minis- 
ter, it must have seemed a little odd 
to him to lie called upon to criticize 
rather than defend. His criticism was 
largely one of details, and exhibited 
every disposition to deal fairly by the 
gentlemen on the other side of the house. 
His speech is printed in full this morn- 
ing, and upon perusal it will be found 
to contain many points of great interest. 
Perhaps the most telling portion of his 
remarks was that referring to the so- 
called mortgage tax. The importance of 
this is derived from three sources. First, 
the repeal of this lux has been for years 
a favorite cry with the party now in 
power: second, tin- government before 
abolishing the tax declined to avail 
themselves of information as to its true 
incidence; third, this information would 
have shown that the persons relieved by 



the abolition of the tux are not the bor- 
rowers but the lenders. These points 
are admirably brought out in Mr. Tur- 
ner's speech to which the reader is re- 
ferred for fuller particulars. The ex- 
minister's criticism was businesslike 
throughout; and we think will establish 
In the mind of any reasonable person 
that the government are handling the 
receipts ami expenditures of the province 
in a manner that cannot fail to prove i»s- 
satisfaetory. 

When the dispute between Great Bri- 
tain and Venezuela was at its height, 
public attention was directed incidentally 
to a controversy between Brazil and 
Prance over the boundary of French 
Guiana. For sonic years tie matter has 
lropped out ot sight, although at that 
time there seemed to be a likelihood of 
rupture between the two governments 
concerned. If. as the despatches allege, 
there has been an actual collision be- 
tween the French and Brazilian forces 
in th(> frontier, it will be very difficult 
to avoid war. France has had' several 
courses of humble pie lately ami another 
one would greatly interfere with the na- 
tional digestion. If matters are as alleg- 

1, Brazil must either apologize or tight, 
for the French government will not darn 
submit, to an affront. With Henri 
d'Orlenns intimating that the country 
has had enough humiliation, the new 
president will fluid himself able to take 
only one course. In that even! will Bra- 
zil fieht? The answer will depend 
largely upon the United States. Under 
the doctrine hud down in the Venezue- 
la ease, it will be the duty of the United 
States to interfere to protect Brazil from 
spoliation at the hands of France. Of 
course the doctrine was the most verit- 
able rubbish; but the nation stands com- 
mitted to it.

CUSTOMS TAXATION'. 
Now that customs taxation 1h bidding fair 
this year to beat even the record It mini 
before tile removal of the sugar duties 1> 
a Conservative minister, it 1h amusing to 
conjecture what subterfuge the ministerial 
press will hit npon lo keep up a pretence 
before their renders that this Liberal gov- 
ernment, which promised to reduce taxa- 
tion, has not saddled the country with the 
heaviest taxation In Its history. When the 
revenue went beyond anything dreamed of 
la the terrible years of Tory extravagance 
(vide McMuIlcn nt great length), the Lib- 
eral apologists pretended tlint there wns a 
grent difference between money taken from 
the people' through customs ehnrges nad 
other money collected from them by postal 
charges. One wns "taxation," they said, 
and the other wns not. They were moved 
to Insist upon this fanciful distinction lie- 
cause, If It were allowed, they could then 
show that nt the close of the'' lust decade 
the Conservative government had levied 
more "taxation" (through customs duties) 
than even Mr. Fielding did last year. And 
this was a great boon to them, though they 
bad to admit that Mr. Fielding's customs 
and excise taxation was much Inrger thnn 
that of ids Immediate Conservative pre- 
decessors; and al^i that, counting In all the 
sources Of revenue, Mr. Fielding had taken 
more from the people than "ay minister 
had ever done before. Still this "taxation" 
quibble was a straw to cling to; and that 
Is always something t» a drowning man. 

It. was In vain that we pointed out that 
In both cases the money wns taken from 
the people, and la both cases used to ren- 
der services to the people; anil '.bat It did 
nor. make a particle of difference how the 
collecting was done. In other words. It was 
exactly the snme tiling to a mnn whether 
be paid two cents for a postage stamp and 
then contributed another cent through the 
customs bouse to make up the deficit in 
the cost of carrying the letter, or if he paid 
bis three cents out nt once for ids postage 
stump and there closed the transaction. 
Hut they could not sec It— because If they 
did, their lust excuse for pretend lug thnl 
their government had not broken the taxa- 
tion record would be gone. 

Now, however, It looks ns if the taxation 
collected through customs and excise would 
be larger this year than ever before; and 
It is entertaining to try and Imagine whnt 
device the mlnlstcrallsts will employ to con- 
ceal tills fact from their more devoted and 
bc-bllndercd followers. Surely now they 
will have to admit that this government 
levied the greatest tnxntton tlint has been, 
taking their own definition of taxation ns 
n guide. And fids will lie n pretty record 
for a low tax party, with the elections ap- 
proaching,— Montreal Star.

CUTTING THE RATES. 

Freight Can Now Be Taken Across the 
l'asses ut Very Light Cost. 

Tlii! northern transportation companies 
—those handling freight between the 
coast, n nil the headwaters of the Yukon 
—an? carrying on an energetic fight, and 
rates are . now down pretty low. The 
latest cut was made yesterday when th 
Chilkoot Railway and Transport Co.. 
through their local agent, Mr. Norman 
Hurdle, announced a reduction from 5 
to 'AV< cents per pound in tiie rale from 
Dyea to Crater lake and from 'A to 1% 
cents per pound from Dyea to Lake Ben- 
nett. This rate is a very low one, par- 
ticularly when compared with the rates 
of last . year. (If course the company 
has greatly improved thou- facilities for 
handling freight, taking foods through 
without delay. 

The White Pass & Yukon Railway 
Co.'s new schedule of rates arc ns fol- 
lows, per hundred pounds: Genera] 
merchandise, Skagway to Summit, car- 
load, $2.50; less than a carload, $3.50. 
Special knocked down steamers, etc.. 
Skagway to Summit, If2. The packers' 
rate from White Fass to Lop Cabin is 
1 cent a pound, and from the Summit to 
Bennett 2 cents. The new rates make 
an average carload through rate of 
cents a pound from Skagway to Log 
Cabin and I'/o cents a pound from Skag- 
way lo Lake Bennett. 



TUESDAY, Feb. 21. 
The debate upon the estimates was 
concluded somewhat prematurely this 
afternoon, through Mr. Speaker insist- 1 
ing that he had 'rung th'e bell before Mr.

THE BUDGET DEBATE. 
Mr. Turner, in resuming the debut 
the motion for committee of supply, said: 
The motion is, -Mr. Speaker, that you do 
leave the chair in order that we go into 
committee of supply. I think there is 
every reason why you should not leave 
the chair for flint purpose. I think the 
action of the government, or the party 
culling themselves the government, which 
keeps control of the house at. this lime, 
has been id' such a nature that indicates 
they are not the right people to have 
the control of the expenditure placed in 
their hands. 1 feel that the country at 
large, when they see more particulars of 
the history of the legislation thnt has 
been enacted this session, and lake into 
consideration what preceded the session, 
will say that: they are unworthy of the 
trust that they ask shall be placed in 
them, and therefore I say that you 
should not leave the chair, and that the 
ennunittee should not sit, for the purpose 
of placing in the hands of those honor- 
able gentlemen the expenditure of those 
sums of money that they have asked for. 

I felt a great deal of sympathy for th 
Minister of Finance yesterday in his 
labored attempts he had in the speech be 
fere him, and 1 saw he was not happy m 
the work that he had in hand, and I can 
not be surprised: in fact I saw by 
certain section- of the press of this prov 
inCO that he had been laboring very hard 
for a long time past with the government 
-.had indeed been laboring very hard, so 
bard indeed that, you might imagine he 
bad worn the hair oil" his head -lo pro- 
luce the wonderful thing we have before 
,is now. After these labors which have 
so long gene en. what is produced? A 
ridiculous mouse. It is indeed a ridicu- 
lous mouse when we tnl.e into considera- 
tion what we were led to expect by the 
speeches during the last election cam- 
paign, and the base charges made against 
the members of the late government, and 
the personal attacks as to the concessions 
they were supposed to have put through, 
and thi' general want of trust in the late 
government. I must say I expected 
some fuller explanation in respect to 
these matters, and 1 think the country 
expected a fuller explanation. 

We see what is termed the estimates 
for the coining year, and I say that it is 
n very ridiculous mouse after all this 
labor. Now. 1 (lout know—1 fancy that 
even many of the attendants in the sick 
room, shall I call it— the caucus room- 
feel a little ashamed of this baby. 1 
don't know exactly whom it resembles, 
and I can imagine the owners wonder- 
ing, too. I don't think there is much 
in it that comes from the genial Minister 
l)f .Mi 1M .s— the honorable member for M' - 
son. He usually wants a great deal, 
and there is no indication that he is get- 
ting a great deal in connection with tins 
bnby. I dnn'l think there is anything 
indicating the honorable leader of the 
government. There is nothing there 
about the Chinese business, and there is 
no indication that the government in- 
tends to tax any of the ministers who 
einplov nothing but.

'Mr Turner continued that some out- 
side nurses had had a hand in the game 
I sec he said, a sort of indication that 
there' lias been a hint, from the canny 
northern member from Vancouver City.

He 
commenced by referring to the shortage 
on the MDtli June last— I understand hnu 
lo say it was some !f(!-iT!)(H)l). W ell now 
I don't know how he makes that out, for 
,he actual overdraft was some $331,000, 
and I know it was approximately that 
amount when the honorable gentleman 
came into oilicc in August, because 1 
handed him a slip. You might perhaps 
wonder why, seeing the large public 
works going on at flint, tune H 
increased in August over flu 
overdrawn at the bank on tin 
June. The reason was that after the 
Mill of June the payments and subsidies 
came in from the Dominion, therefore the 
amount was approximately $331,090, and 
not $047,000. If yo« turn to the balance 
sheet this year there is iii lia- 
bility over assets. That is an 
increase over the previous year of 
some $800,000, but that is accounted for 
by Hie largo expenditure— liability on 
account, .if dyking that appears us $471',- 
000 So that there is that large item of 
liability added to the $331,000 due to 
the Bank or British Columbia. That 
amount, however, was added to the re- 
sources of that dyked district, that the 
generality of the farmers will be able 
to pay their rental or interest on the 
whole of these debentures, and including 
the sinking fund— therefore that is not a 
liability of the province in the ordin- 
ary sense. 

Mr. Cotton— My honorable friend has 
been laboring under a misapprehension. 
The ii mount. I mentioned yesterdnj was 
the amount shown in the treasurer's 
financial statement. The balance was 
$101,408; exclusive of $S0.315, the 
amount of the sinking fund. 

Mr. Turner— I did not at nil dispute 
what the honorable gentleman said. I 
did not intend to misconstrue him, but 
what I said is this: that the shortage is 
plainly more than the overdraft nt the 
Bank' of British Columbia. We had ar- 



ranged with the Bank of British Colum- 
bia for an overdraft of $250,000, in order 
to enable us to carry out the public 
works which had been going on for the 
past ten years. We were able to get 
that overdraft at a low rate of interest 
because of the high honor and ability of 
the people wdio carried on the business 
of the province. But for that, the bank 
would never have loaned that $300,000. 
Thev had before declined to do it. so that 
the statement is a wonderful tribute and 
a glory, 1 might say, to the late govern- 
ment for the state they left the province 
in that these gentlemen now, when they 
assume control, may, if they like (o make 
proper expenditure on public works, find 
themselves in such a position that they 
can get the money for the purpose of 
continuing thai, worthy work that the 
late government carried on for twelve 
years. (Applause). 

I call attention to this amount, the ex- 
cess of liabilities over the assets. It is 
very small. $471,000 is in connection 
with dyking. While 1 am on this sub- 
ject. I 'must refer to this balance sheet. 
I have spoken of it before. That this 
apparent liability of the province over 
the assets of the province is somewhat 
misleading, for a government never 
values its assets at all— that is. accord- 
ing to the principal of ordinary business 
transactions pursued in mercantile 
houses, where, nt the time of stock-taking 
if a merchant has put up a building 
during the year he values it in his in- 
ventory. But in this statement of the 
province there is no valuation put upon 
these valuable assets comprised in these 
public works constructed during the 
past ten or twelve years. If they were 
put down, instead of so much liabili- 
ties over the assets, I amigine it would 
be, speaiang hastily; in the neighbor- 
hood of eight or ten million dollars— at 
any rate, a large sum of assets in excess 
of liabilities. 

The honorable Finance Minister went 
on after that to speak of the estimates 
for 1808-00, and of the corresponding 
amounts received in connection with 
them, and I was very much struck with 
the fact that taking the average of these 
amounts on estimate up to 30th June 
last, they were very approximately cor- 
rect: and so much is this the case that 
the total estimates of the revenue fo 
that time was $1,280,000 and the actual 
receipts $1,439,000, and with an excess 
of $151,000 received over what we had 
expected to receive, which was largely 
attributable to the sudden increase of 
mining work in Knotenny. 
He prodeeds further to say that the 
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last loan was 91.08 per i considerably h 



graph; " My government have given 
much consideration to the present finan- 
cial position of the province and to the 
means by which the import ant public 
works can be curried on without impos- 
ing undue burdens upon the taxpayers, 
and you Will bo asked to provide legis- 
lation to remedy the depreciation in the 
revenue for the last, two years." This 
is not true. There was a depreciation 
oa the actual work carried on, but there 
was a large expenditure over the revenue 
from the loan which was borrowed ex- 
pressly for that very purpose, so that it 
is unfortunate that, we see forced into 
the mouth of the Lieutenant-Governor a 
statement that is contrary to the actual 
truth. "Also the authorization — that is 
what I am coining to, to authorize a 
certain mollification of the method of 
borrowing for the- provincial debt, and 
the management of the finances." Thnt 
is what I have been expecting all this 
session, but what are these changes with 
respect to the provincial debt? I have 
had letters of enquiry from vurious par- 
ties concerned, because thev know it will 
shake the credit of the province if there 
are changes in the method of carrying 
the provincial debt. 1 thought it was 
under the 3 per cent, inscribed stock— I 
took it as meaning that they bad a pro- 
position with respect to that. 

Either would lie a very serious charge 
with respect to the debt of the province, 
for it is a method being gradually adopt- 
ed by all go-ahead countries in the world. 
I only refer to it because it is to come up 
subsequently. We have not yet had 
anything definite about that important 
matter. 

Now, the honorable Finance Minister 
went on to compare the proportion ex- 
panded for salaries in the province to 
the revenue of the province. lie said 
that th ey used the method that I had 
adopteil when I was finance minister, 
and that it: was u good one, and he pro- 
ceeded to show how much they were 
improved over the improvement that, we 
had made in that respect. 1 have not 
exactly the figures he gave, but from the 
way I figured them up myself, the salar- 
ies, in proportion to the revenue, in the 
estimates before tin- house, amount to 
$311,500— that is, under tint head of civil 
government salaries. That is approxi- 
mately 21) 1-0 per cent. — that is, the cost 
of salaries in proportion to revenue — dur- 
ing that period. Now, there is a good 
deal of gerrymandering about that busi- 
ness— a very great deal of it. If you 
come to look through, you will find that 
the civil government, salaries are consid- 
erably over previous years, even though 
idministration of justice salaries are

2% per cent, consols stood at 
111%; British Columbia 1! per cents, 
were at 101 lo 103. giving an average 
of 102. In November. 1897 consols av- 
eraged 112 and British Columbia 3'8 
averaged 102. In August. 181)8, consols 
were 110% to 111— very little change- 
that is 2%, and British Columbia :i per 
ceuts. had fallen to 08 to 100. In Sep- 
tember. 1808, consols were 100% to 110. 
but without dividend, because they paid 
quarterly "ex dividend," and the British 
Columbia :!'s were 98 to 100 with divi- 
dend. There is a very serious history 
about this, Mr. Speaker. On January 
0, 1899, consols were 110% to 111%. "ex 
dividend." British Columbia li's, 01 to 
99. I merely point out these figures. 1 
do not intend to say much about them, 
only Unit the honorable gentleman had 
made a greal mistake when he spoke of 
the very great difference in the price of 
consols a year ago and to-day. There 
have been changes, and as I said, the 
attention of this house has before been 
drawn to the question, but a question of 
comparison between consols and British 
Columbia securities is hardly a fair com- 
parison, tin. ugh 1 was always proud, 
when Minister of Finance, to accept 
them, because if was of course compar- 
ing our securities with the highest stand- 
ard that exists in the world. 

The honorable Finance Minister gave 
further testimony, in his budget, yester- 
day. Inadvertently, of course, as to the 
Importance of the work carried on by the 
late government in connection with that 
loan, when lie slated that two of the 
great colonies, South Australia and Na- 
tal had decided to issue on exactly the 
same principle that the late government 
took up eight years ago— that is, the 3 
per cent, inscribed stock. T may say 
we were almost, the first to introduce 
that system, and it was very bitterly op- 
posed for a long time by the members of 
the house now on the government seats. 
There was one honorable gentleman now 
occupying a seat who was then in the 
house but who did not occupy a seat last 
session, who claimed in the house thai 
when our 3 per cents, went up fo 87% 
they were loo high— it was a bogus price 
and the ministry of the day were some- 
how bolstering thorn up. They had legiti- 
mately bolstered them up. Mr. Speaker, 
and so effectually that they have gone 
up still higher, and have been up to 1011. 
and I think this was good bolstering for 
this province. (Applause.) 

1 heard something from the honorable 
gentleman in connection with this part 
of the budget in respect to a certain por- 
tion of the speech of the honorable the 
Lieutenant-Governor.

I say that it is ippr#klraately 20 l-.G 
per cent. Now, if we take ,the actual 
facts as we find them in the. year 189% 
they are not iiu estimate; there was paid 
.f2,iW3,<K)0. The ■ revenue was ?J ,00!>,(H)0,. 
more than ?100,000 less; and .yet salar- 
ies actually paid only conae to 20 i>er 
<iC-nt., so there is very little if any differ- 
ence. And if »Jjne uf these chatlges that 
I feel 11 little uncej-taiu about ye£ were 
made, there would be less difference, 
lint if vc take tht> li&ures over a number 
of years, we would find that the late 
government, as 1 pointed out persistently 
in this house, reduced Ike cost of admin- 
istration of the province lower every year 
in proportion to the rerenne obtained. 
But if you pick out a certain year— say 
three years ago— there was a sudden fail- 
ing off in the revenue, and that year, of 
course, the expenditure for salaries, com- 
pared to revenue, was higher. It was 
through unusual causes that the revenue 
went down, and that year the proportion 
of revenue to salaries was lower than 
any other year. 

Now, the Minister of Finance referred 
to expenditure in public works. I do not 
know why he should go back to a time 
in the history of the province when the 
revenue was only about $800,000 and you 
could not expect that the expenditure OB 
public works, with such a small revenue, 
would be as high as with a revenue 
which approached 551,500,000. That is 
what we were gradually working for- 
gradually increasing the expenditure for 
public purposes and opening up the coun- 
try in the hope that the expenditure on 
public works would return an increased 
revenue, as it did, and steadily worked 
up,— with the exception of the one year 
when it fell— hut on the whole it tseadily 
JVorUofl un until U W'.'l'tW to nearly a 
'million and a naif, as it stands novT. 
lie took eight years,— 1 do cot know 
why — 

Mr. Cotton— I took five years, not 
eight, after the revenue had increased, 
V Mr. Turner-Take ISO* to 30th .Tune 
last. The total expenditure on public 
works, leaving out the parliament build- 
ings (certainly a public work), show a 
total expenditure on public works for 
the live years of $2,394,031, an average 
of $178,S(i(i per year, and live years ago 
it was very much less than it is to-day. 
Now, if we take the five years ending 
30th .Tune next, instead of last, on the 
estimates that we passed last session, 
and the expenditure to be made before 
the 30th .Tune next, the expenditure will 
be seen to be $1,325,903. That is for 
public works, roads, bridges, trails, sur- 
veys, public buildings and it is an aver- 
age for the live years of .?()50,10-1 a year, 
Mr. Speaker. And we have to compare 
that with the present estimates, which 
show a total, including surveys, of 
$335,008, of approximately one half. 
Now, Mr. Speaker, these figures need no 
remarks from me more than that. I hese 
are the facts shown in the honorable gen- 
tleman's ■ statement here, that the aver- 
age for the five yearn up to 30th June 
last is $-17.8,080 a year, and the' esti- 
mates before us now are only ?3<$5,uyi). 

After following out the matter of the 
revenue, and expenditure on public 
works, it is a fact that if you carefully 
go through the revenue for the past two 
years, and through the public works 
tables, made out. approximately, you will 
find the total $190,000,— approximately 
$200,000 a year for the ordinary public 
works of the province. Hut when you 
come to develop the province as we 
should do— as I still hold we should do— 
and go on that principle, we are going 
back. And when this was taken up 
eight or ten years ago we saw that it 
was impossible to carry on these public 
works as a province should be carried 
cm with the hopen of development unless 
steps were taken to put die finances in 
such shape that you e.-nild get easy rates 
of interest and long time to* repayment 
of loans so that future generations 
should take pnrt in the repayment of 
loans and in the payment for these v\*orks 
'thu* would be of so much importance *9 
thenl iu tl10 development of our country. 

The hbu» ora ' >le rllf? Finance Minister 
spoke in ichti'j ' 1 to the change they had 
made in land stuP"., * hll t ) n reference. 
I think, to revenue fie expected to derive 
from the land sales. HO I>°;"ts ont that 
the land revenue, including f2?e rental of 
lands was last year $10,000. I/.Q sdlten 
that they liad do*'^ no t to sell any 
J, nrge tracts of land. This is not a new 



these - works there is .easier access to ithc 
mines,. and there are smelters being erect- 
ed, ajid consequently .more chances -of 
mines 'being opened, and therefore more 
revenue resulting to the government. 

As to marriage licenses, $(J,0OO, I am 
very glad to see that, (because it is an 
indication of progress, jmd I hope that 
the honorable gentleman will be sus- 
tained in :his views with respect to this. 

The real property tax, 120,000; it 
paid $100,000 last. year.. I don't know 
whether the honorable guntlenian antici- 
pates increasing the rates .this year. I 
set; indications that the amount is to re- 
pair tlie loss sustained by the removal' 
of the miners' lecenses and mortgage tax. 
Mr. Cotton— No. 

Mr. Turner— I can see this indicated in 
several ways, but I don't think it is the 
intention this .year, because it is not a 
sufficient increase. That is left for u 
later |>erkid (if they are in ,the house at 
that time). IDhe personal jinoperty tin, 
$90,000, was $.112,000, and the honorable 
the .Minister of Finance states that the 
reason for the deduction is Live .cutting oft' 
of what is knows as the mortgage tax. 
He says that, .that tax produced $00,000, 
as near as he could get at it, aixS even If 
he had taken off tlKi whole $00,000 this 
would have been a very much -smaller 
amount than he has indicated; it would 
have been only about $00,000, instead of 
$90,000. I suppose lie is right, in that, 
for the pergonal property would be In- 
creased in value, and the tax on personal 
property would also be increased. 

With respect to the mortgage tax, I 
think he has made a very grievous mis- 
take in his methods. I am not speaking 
against the removal of tbeitax in certain 
eases, but the government lias made a 
fearful blunder in connection with it. 
There was last year a commission un- 
pointed in this house tji enquire into th 
working of that tax on the community, 
to nee where the incidence of that tax 
fell, and 1 consider, Mr. Speaker, that 
this in the only business-like method X>l 
going nbout. any change in respect .tc 
taxation. It. is the method that we iio.d 
adopted by all the older countries, espee* 
ally in Great Britain; when there is any- 
thing relating to taxation, they are most 
careful to find out how it will bear upon 
others who are not nt that time taxed. 

Now as it (natter of fact, that commis- 
sion I have referred to as appointed to 
enquire into that matter,- and also to 
enquire respecting a subject. Hint 1 have- 
not yet heard one of the honorable gen- 
tlemen on the other side of the house 
speak of this year— and that is the assist- 
ance to farmers. They have shut up en- 
tirely about that. There seems to be not 
a frU'lliftt in the province. 
Mr. Cottou-Oheai; - nl0 "°- v! „ , nhnilt 
:,rv. Turner-There Is not « vord about 
assistance to farmers! OS unytluug ni>v>.. 
that, in the legislation of thl« session. 
That commission to enquire into those 
matters, and other important matters to 
British Columbia, was an admirable 
commission, composed of men connected 
with the farming industry. There was 
$1,000 voted, and they had earned about 
$700 of it when they were dismissed, and 
not even asked to report, I believe then- 
report, even as far as they had gone, 
would be of great value. I have some 
of the information, from what was in- 
tended to be in that report. It refers 
especially to the mortgage tax, and it 
proves what I feared before— that this 
change, this removal of $00,000 from 
the taxation of mortgages, is simply a 
present to the mortgage companies— 
foreign mortgage corporations who have 
offices in this province. There -is. no 
question about that. (Cries of No! No! 
from the government side). It shows 
that approximately 00 per cent, of the 
mortgages— I refer to the letter read by 
the honorable gentleman yesterday, read 
from an English financial man, speaking 
about the removal of the mortgage tax 
being so important to him. He lends 
money in this province, and I think I 
have a very close guess from whom that 
letter came. 

Mr. Cotton— In reading that, letter, 
offered to show it to the honorable gen- 
tleman, if he chose to see it. At any 
rate, it was not from a linn of brokers, 
but from a banking firm, and the money 
invested has been in public works and 
other matters, and had nothing at. all to 
do with mortgages. (Government ap- 
plause), 

Col. Baker— He may now invest In 
moi tgaces. 

Mr. Turner— That does not nt all re- 
move the statement I have made, and. 
as the Hon. Col. Baker bus said, he may 
now invest in mortgages; ami I know 
myself one moneyed gentleman who will 
save nearly $2,000 because of the 
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uecision, because there to an wtpMWW 
to prevent the sale oC large tracts, anu 
no largo tracts have for years pn st been 
sold. But he has adapted the » 1,1101 
of leasing his lands, and is convinced thai 
this method is advantage in the wny of 
being better security for bur loans; that 
we had, us 1 understood him to say, a 
revenue from these leases, which would 
be calculated at so much an acre and 
charged for at that for a certain period, 
so there would lie a regular rental, and 
at the end of that period the province 
would have the land still in their hands, 
and it was therefore a greater security 
for the loans of money. 

I think this In a «?ery curious argument, 
Mr. Speaker. 1 cannot see how there 
cari be any greater security for our loans. 
As a matter of fact, the lands of the 
province are now security for our loans. 
Undoubtedly, as they stand to-day. they 
are security for our loans, but if we did 
not pay our loans, steps would be at once 
taken 'to take possession of them. The 
lands are the security for our loans 
whether sold or leased. But it is a ques- 
tion of some doubt in my mind whether 
the fact of leasing large tracts of land 
is a very great improvement over selling 
large tracts of land. 1 venture to say 
that ybu will find with the leasing of 
land there will be little or no desire to 
improve it at all. This is the result in 
other countries where lenses have been 
instituted, and it is a fact that the 
holders of large leases have no reason at 
all to improve that land, whereas a 
buyer of land has a greater reason to 
improve than the leaseholder, and as he 
improves that land it certainly brings in 
a very much larger revemie to the prov- 
ince than unimproved leased land would 
ever do. 

It is hoped to bring up the mining re- 
ceipts to $175,000. Last year I. think 
they produced $159,000. Still I should 
think that (hat is a very fair estimate. 
I hope it is, and that it will be exceeded, 
'the honorable gentleman said it might 
lie exceeded, as, owing to the public 
works carried on in the province, there 
are greater facilities for getting into the 
mines— an acknowledgment of the great 

work we have done in the past, that is, name, I will make him pay it. 
the Into government, lie says owing to I Mr. Turner— No, I will not give you 
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same interest as before. 
Mr. Cotton— No, no. 
Mr. Turner— They will, because these

" 0i ".\ in a better position than you 
be by simply sweeping off frmn the 
revenue that amount of money, which is 
being paid to rich corporations and 
money lenders of this province. And 
you have to place it where'.' Eventually 
on the poor men of this province — farm- 
ers and others, with an increase of the 
tax on miners and all the way round, 
instead of it being paid by the money 
lender, who has been paying it, as this 
commission would have shown. Ninety 
per cent, would have been about $54,000 
out of $00,000; but supposing only $40,- 
000 out of .$00.00(1, it would have loft 
$20,000 that would affect the people of 
the province as borrowers of money. It 
is really an act brought in for the bene- 
fit of mortgage- companies in London who 
have offices and lend money in this coun- 
try. T.iat was indicated live years ago, 
for those were the first people that rais- 
ed that cry and agitated it all over the 
province. It was the mortgagees, the 
money lenders, that tried to save the 
money, and not the borrower that time. 
The borrower did not have to pay the 
money; but it is now the borrower who 
has to repair the revenue (o the amount 
of $00,000. I think that that report 
would have shown that 90 per cent, or 
$5-1,000 was paid by the mortgagees anil 
money lenders, and not by the borrowers: 
indeed, there was a very small sum paid 
by the borrowers; and a government com- 
posed of gentlemen with any ability 
would have examined into that, without 
jumping hastily at any legislation until 
it was seen where (he incidence of the 
tax falls. I was saying I know one 
case where a gentleman who loaned 
money had hitherto been paying the 
mortgage tax to the amount of $2,000 
and he says he will be saving approxi- 
mately that amount. This gentlcmar' 
came directly to me yesterday, and in- 
formed me of this fact. It was not (he 
poor borrower who saved the money. 
And this is the ease with the greater 
part of the money borrowed in British 
Columbia. 

Mr. Cotton— Tf you will give me his 



his name. .At. the .end of the lhit is mis- 
cellaneous -receipts, including the ex- 
pected refund of the Dominion govern- 
ment in regard to the Columbia river 
protection works. 1 am very glad that 
the government of the day are apparent- 
ly succeeding in bringing the Dominion 
government to their senses about that. 
They were .approached by the Jute gov- 
ernment in the most courteous way with 
respect to this matter. 1 saw them twice 
in Ottawa, ..and also telegraphed from 
ltevelstoke, without satisfaction. The 
reply was simply "We won't do any- 
thing, simply because you didn't place 
$10,000 or $15,U00 on your estimates for 
this work." .Now, this, I think, on the 
face of it is a most childish sort of re- 
ply from a great government like the 
government of the Dominion of Canada 
to the Province of British Columbia— a 
portion of that Dominion. We were 
led to expend on that our proportion for 
securing the laud that was really virtu- 
ally, a great deal of it, Dominion lands 
— iiot Provincial lands. They undoubted- 
ly should have done it all. We oulv 
wanted them to do half. I iim wrery 
glad to see that the gentlemen opposite 
are more in sympathy with them in .that 
respect, and have succeeded in getting 
a promise of $1;">,000 back from the Do- 
minion—and 1 hope .they will get it. 

There is one thing 1 am surprised does 
not appear in the estimates. We heard 
a great deal some years ago about the 
tax on eoul. Now there are the Crow's 
Nest coat fields, which have ;heen opened 
and are shipping, I .believe, a large 
amount, of coal, and there certainly ought 
to be some revenue from that, ami it cer- 
tainly should appear somewhere in the 
estimates. 
Mr. Cotton— It does appear, 
ilr. Turner— I do not see it. 1 thought 
yesterday the house should have bad 
their attention called to it, as indicating 
tin? progress the province is making 
that direction. Now, Mr. Speaker, 1 
hold that the estimates of expenditure 
indicate a very sectional policy indeed. 
Some of the honorable gentlemen in the 
house stated during that session that the 
hist election in Victoria City was carried 
ou sectional grounds. ("Hear, hear" 
from the government benches), I notice 
that the "Hear, bear" comes from gen- 
tlcinci] who do not know anything fthout 
it. 1 think one of these remarks vMW 
from a gentleman who himself is inter- 
ested in one piece Of legislation framed 
for the purpose of securing big return (o 
the house. 

The Speaker herC directed Mr. Tur- 
ner's attention to the fact that he was 
transgressing the rules of order. 

Mr. Turner — I can understand *3i-'it 
these cries of sectionalism come particu- 
larly from those gentlemen when we see 
£is baby of the present government be- 
fore tilt house at the present time. 1 
say thtit wi* 0l9fiti0D i" Victoria was not 
carried on sectional ^OVtmls^ and there 
was never by any of the canu.2^:f a 1,u ^ 
remarks made about sectionalism, bui 
they were constantly being made by what 
is now the government party; and I am 
struck by the fact that the estimates for 
Vancouver Island are somewhat about 
$55,000 out of a revenue of $29-1,000. 
The revenue for (he Island is $291,000, 
ar.u the expenditure to be voted for the 
whole Island is somewhere about $55,000. 

With respect to the expenditure- for 
Kooteuay, certain honorable gentlemen, 
members of the house last year, when 
they applied Cor expenditure in Kootenay 
—I think one of them wanted $123,000, 
another $110,000, another $150,000. and 
another somewhere about. $1,000,000^- 
their requisitions were gone through 
very carefully and their uiosit important 
requirements supplied, as being all that 
(he government could carry, out then. 
The same gentleman who asked for 
$123,000 is now satisfied with about 25 
per cent, of that. 
Mr. Kellie — Name him. 
Mr. Turner — 1 do not give names in (In: 
house. 1 think the honorable gentleman 
from North West Kootenny was not. 
modest in his demands as $125,000. I 
never knew his modesty to extend 
that, though I know he is a very modest 
gentleman, anil last year, although h 
asked for more. J admit he did not get 
it all. Bat if ho is satisfied with what 
he gets this year, ne must be a different 
man this year from what he was last 
year— that is all I can say. 

In regard to the agricultural develop- 
ment of the province, I know that some 
years ago the milling members always 
ridiculed that subject when it was first 
taken up by me, which has been produc- 
tive of such great good; but I am sorry 
to say there is now indication of a falling 
off iii that respect. The vote for assist- 
ance to agriculture in the various direc- 
tions has been considerably reduced; 
and it Ik a great pity, because I think 
the agricultural class is the class of our 
community which should be encouraged 
at. least in the same proportion as min- 
ing. (General applause.) And the esti- 
mates in that: behalf instead of lifting 
reduced should be greatly increased. 1 
see that not only has the vote been some- 
what reduced, but there is no Indication, 
of any helpful legislation in the direction 
of encouragement. This shows (hat the 
government /u'cT apt up to their work— 
they are not Iargo-n;h)ded enough to 
tnke In thu »>^ ec t3 -Wlll'jll should 
U " IUl ' '.'.'-tore them, and I consider tlieT 
are a perfect failure In the manner in 
which they have made out the document 
before us. 

Then we come to another matter— the 
London office— another specimen of in- 
competence on the part of this govern- 
ment. We know, of course, that an hon- 
orable gentleman last year, who profess- 
ed to know a great deal about it, scandal- 
ously spoke of it, in such a way that 
Londoners asked: "What, sort of idiots 
have you got in your house'.'" I am not 
using unparliamentary language— I am 
repeating what a gentleman said to me 
in London. Mr. Speaker, that office- was 
described (o your house as a harem, and 
(he honorable gentleman never apologiz- 
ed tor that language. Of course, 1 ad- 
mit it must have been in ignorance, but 
I do hold that there ought to have been 
an ample apology given to the Speaker, 
the Lieutenant-Governor, and to the peo- 
ple of British Columbia for making such 
a charge with respect to that office. 

The honorable gentleman here made a 
strong plea for tin 1 placing of the agent- 
general's office on an equal footing with 
the offices now being so generally estab- 
lished on the same basis by other colo- 
nies anil provinces, and then proceeded 
to take up and discuss the various ano- 
malies with respect, (o salaries and 
changes introduced in salaries for the 
coming year. Ho would like to know 
why, for instance, the deputy provincial 
secretary was cut down $30. He had 
always been faithful and (borough in his 
work, and his long service should entitle 
him to better consideration— while a new 
man, the deputy attorney-general, re- 
mains at the same salary— $200 ]>er 
month. There was no reason or com- 
mon sense or any method followed in 
dealing with salaries, as was the case 
with the late government, who followed 
out a definite plan of additions and in- 
creases. 

Mr. Turner did not imagine that the 
late Speaker would vote for the reduc- 
tion of $500 now proposed, having been 
very energetic on a previous occasion in 
haying, the amount increased instead of 
decreased, but as some nf the members 
on the government side have shown them- 
selves very fond of the contract, system, 
probably they will Introduce that as a 
new mediod, and put tip the unices to 



thcllowest bidder. Ubtte <w.ac one vate 
he .was pleased to sec remain the same as 
last year— for the destitute ipbor and si<:k, 
aiidlhe gave the honorable aTinance Min- 
ister nome wholesome audvace --about fins; 
to be careful not to s,pportiim any of it 
to any destitute poor lor side who hap- 
pened to be in a ladies' hospital, .its he 
hadTbeen advised by tla- Lieisumaut-Gov- 
ernor that it was nnewnafitutional, and 
he bad been taken to ts*'k wifh regard to 
certain aid rendered to flic Women's 
hospital at Westminster. He had "been 
reprimanded for that, ms being n *hub- 
appropriation of the revenneiof the -prov- 
ince. 

The .Attorney-General— So tt was a 
misappropriation. 

Mr. 'Turner — According -to -Sir Oliver 
Mownt'-s decision— and 1 't'liiiik it Is 
pretty inear as good as yoars — it certainly 
was not a misappropriation; but even If 
it, were' -n misappropriation. 1 (would 'be 
very pnmd to misappropriate funds iw 
that way at any time. (Loud and gen- 
eral applause.) I was very much struck- 
with the lOplnion of Sir Oliver Mowut 
as f'» these matters. 

"An order In council of 21at May last 
authorized it he payment to the Quelnvj anil 
St. John .rnlhvay of $8,000, In onijer ,to 
further enaouroge the operations of she 
company In the promotion of Immigration, 
which the older In council recites haij in 
the past proved of great value, and by an 
order la council of 10th July, It was pro- 
vided that this ipiyment should he made a 
charge upon the vote for general Immigra- 
tion purposes. 

•'Upon tin- passing of the hitter order In 
■council, a cheek for the amount of the 
grant was Issued against the vote referred 

to. 

'The audltor-gener.il previous to such 
cheek being Issued had pointed out what 
he conceived to be objections to the pro- 
posed payment, and at his suggestion the 
matter was referred to the treasury board. 

"UiwJer the circumstances you ask my 
oplulon, as Attorney-General, under section 
SS .'a) of the Consolidated Itevonue and 
Audit Act as to whether there fs, or Is not, 
parliamentary authority for the proposed 
payment. 

"The audltor-g ;ral states Ids opinion 

In his letter to you of the (th ultimo, as 
follows: 

•' '(1.) There wu« not legal obligation, be- 
cause the government never authorized tile 
expenditure before |t: was made, was never 
cvelJ applied to for aiitliorf/.ntion, or notified 
that the expenditure wflS about to be 
mftdcr 

" '(2.) There was no moral . obllg:" 10 "- 
The company could have no reason ti) 



pect that It would be reimbursed any por- 
tion of the outlay, because It was made 
with the expectation that the benefit of the 
company's business would repay the out- 
lay.' 

"The sole question with which I have to 
deal in this respect Is the question of law, 
whether under the section of the Consoli- 
dated Revenue and Audit Act above refer- 
red id there Id 'parliamentary authority' 
for the payment: 

"The 'parliamentary, authority' Is the vote 
for 'Immigration expenses.' 

"I think thtvt the government may ex- 
pend this vote for 'Immigration expenses' 
In Bhcti manner as they may think best 
ndnpted to promote immigration. The ques- 
tion then becomes one of policy for the 
government to consider, and for which 
the government Is responsible to parlia- 
ment. I see no reason why they may not, 
as a mutter of law, grant out of the vote 
for Immigration expenses n • reward for 
past meritorious, useful work, or a subsldy 
to encourage future work, If they think 
such a grant or subsidy would be promotive 
of Immigration, and I think that their ad 
tlon therein is Bubject only to their an 
Bwerablllty to parliament.*? 

I think, continued Mr; Turner, (be peo- 
ple at large would heartily sustain me in 
any such action as that. I will just for 
a short time refer to matters which came 
up in the legislature during this session, 
and in doing so 1 would like to call at- 
tention to the anomalous position of 
what is known as the government. I 
hold (hat they are not a government 
they are not constitutionally in the posi- 
tion that they occupy, and wo have been 
waiting nil this time for a statement to 
be made by the leader of this so-called 
government that he has assumed the re- 
sponsibility for the acts of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in connection with the dis- 
missal of the late government, and cull- 
ing in Mr. Beaven — to my mind improp- 
erly. I do not intend to go into it, be- 
cause I think there is another opportun- 
ity, owing to a resolution I have placed 
on the papers, but the government have 
signally failed to give any explanation 
of their position in this matter. 

If we look at the legislation passed re- 
cently, we sec that several members have 
been placed in their scats, nut by the 
voice of the people, but by the voice of 
themselves. I need hardly refer to the 
fad, Mr. Speaker, of how the house was 
hurriedly called together to permit an act 
to be hurried through to add (wo mem- 
bers to the house before their case came 
before the courts. T.'us is one piece of 
legisiutiori, and if we looJi we will find 
not .i single tml passed for the benefit of 
the province. Yes— 1 iii 1 wrong; there 
are two, perhaps three. One, ! l10 Dyld n S 
U.et, which was introduced yCBt&'»»2Ji 
simply' continuing the work of the hit': 
government, but which hud been very 
bitterly spoken against hy Inohlhers of 
(he government whcfl on 'the Other side 
of the house This is certainly an act 
for the benefit of thp people of the prov- 
ince. And there was another act, which, 
as 1 said, is not for (he beuetit of the 
people, but for the benefit, for instance, 
of one individual at any rate, and that 
is the disfranchisement of a large num- 
ber of people in order to help one indi- 
vidual in the province— and that is the 
second act. And the other act was the 
first one brought in, to place two mem- 
bers in the house before their case came 
before the courts; the other for the bene- 
fit of the honorable member for Ksqui- 
nmlt. This is tlie legislation of (he ses- 
sion. There is nothing in the direction 
of opening up the country; on the con- 
trary, there is something very much 
against that. There is an net brought in, 
and rushed through, although I asked as 
a favor that it be left over for a week or 
two, for more due consideration of the 
sentiments involved in it. I refer to the 
Alien act. Through that one act. we 
know that to-day hundreds of thousands 
of dollars are being kept out of the 
country. Aguins.t this, there has been 
nothing enacted for the benefit of the 
country — it has all had a tendency to in- 
jure the country by keeping out capital. 

There is no method in the estimates as 
to the votes for education and some other 
matters. If you will examine the pre- 
vious estimates you will find there stated 
the salaries of the teachers and the ex- 
penses for each school in the province. 
But I see in the present estimates this is 
not done, and 1 do not know that it is 
any improvement. I think it is not the 
right way lo go into these things, al- 
though it may be done in other places, 
The whole is lumped into one vote, that 
the government may distribute it: as they 
like. There is a similar vote under the 
head of administration of justice. 

The gentlemen on the other side, that 
used to be on this side, were very parti- 
cular about these votes and very anxious 
to sop exactly bow each item was to be 
expended. I think it is the right system, 
especially when we have a. government 
(not u party who call themselves a gov- 
ernment), when statements are being 



imidi?, and the gerund peliey of this -ses- 
sion— which certainly has been in the di- 
rection of prejuddeing tlie province, runt 
whidh I cannot, coder the rules, discuss 
in detail— as well as other nets which al- 
ready are proving, and will day by day 
and .'month by month 'be seen to be more 
detrimental to the country— I say that in 
the legislation th>'. general method pur- 
sued by the government has been injuri- 
ous to the country, and I think it would 
be far better for tiiis house to have votes 
detailed instead of lumping together two 
or three hundred thousand dollars; uud 
I think it would also be the feeling of tlie 
country that they should know the condi- 
tions tlmt exist. 

I think we should have had some niase 
explanation with respect to these mat- 
ters, and ospeciulky as the honorable 
-Minister of Finance has foiled to go into 
them ay fully us he ought to liave done. 
I think, Mr. .Speaker, you should not 
leave th-! chair in order to go into com- 
mittee to place these funds in the hands 
of the present party. (Lotig con t inned 
tippluusi'l, 

HON*. MB. SEMI/IN — Very briefly in- 
deed 1 will refer to some remarks which 
Slave fallen from the hoi.orable leader of 
the opposition, lie h>i« wen lii to desig- 
nate the estimates I^id before this as- 
sembly as u very small affair" indeed— as 
one of the smallest animals we know of. 
My honorably friend was rather confused 
in his ideas of natural history. He in- 
sinuates that you. Mr. Speal ter, should 
not leave Ihj- chair in order that the 
committee should vote these estiahiites, 
and why? I listened with a great deal 
of attention in order to ascertain why 
you should not: leave the chair, and the 
only reason I heard which the honorable 
gentleman stated and which appealed to 
my intelligence was that this side of the 
house should nut. be entrusted with tine 
expenditure of (his fund because (ho 
amount was so small. There may be 
some reason in the assertion of my 'hon- 
orable friend that these amounts are 
small, but the bonouoblc Finance Minis- 
ter yesterday explained the necessity of 
the smallness of these estimates and ex- 
plained too the difference in the system 
prevailing now ami in the past— that is 
that the honorable gentlemen opposite 
in their career controlling the finances 
of this country, seemed to have been pos- 
sessed of the idea that the* expenditure of 
money meant the increase of the pros- 
perity of this country and no matter what 
it was incurred for, this province must 
be WW.sperous, But I always took issue 
with my honorable friend. Time after 
time when those honorable gentlemen 
liatroduced a proposition to borrow niijuoy 
' in u.'." WOney markets of tho world I al- 
ways oppocffJ Ipf ""t because I was op- 
posed to the spenu. , . a «.,°' money hi jmbjic 
works but because the honorable gen- 
tlemen had not my confidence 1 that the 
province would get the full benefit. Such 
having been the objection of this party 
when in opposition it was only right and 
necessary to carry out this principle 
when ho had the opportunity of doing 
so. This, J think, is the only reason 
why my honorable friend eo\Vitl possibly 
state that we should not. ' nflvc the oppor- 
tunity of spending tuC llnlon „ts which 
be claimed are ri0 Bma u; x tlo not intend 
to go over ', ae Bg Ure8 but merely wish to 
re f or cO some matters outside tho figures 
'-•together. He represents merely one 
part of the province, and imagines, as lie 
can only see one part, that we on this 
side must be confined to a mere section, 
and ho asserts this is an indication of 
strong sectional bias. It has never been 
the policy of these gentlemen who now 
control tho government of British Colum- 
bia; we have always remembered that we 
were British Columbians and we have 
always looked upon, the province as one 
whole and considered that there should 
be no sectional preference if we control- 
led the finances. The endeavor to raise 
a feeling of that kind is not at nil jus 
tilied. Any honorable gentleman can 
go through those estimates and compare 
them with the former estimates and see 
that not one section lias been unfairly 
or unjustly treated, therefore it Ls only 
my honorable friend opposite who wishes 
to raise a sectional issue. He can see a 
sectional issue in everything. It is 
wholly unjustifiable and cw.n not be borne 
out by an examination of the estimates. 
Then with reference to the works of re- 
clamation at. ltevelstoke: he insists it 
was a favor from the Dominion govern- 
ment. If my honorable friend would 
only bo oist to the Dominion government 
he w ml;! have ascertained and the cor- 
respondence would bear him out that the 
Dominion government not only promised 
my honorable frienrls opposite' that ihey 
would vote it for tlmt purpose but it was 
only the injudicious, 1 may say the 
boorish, action of my honorable friends 
Which prevented the province having that 
money. 

My hon. friend also referred to the dls- 
imssal of officers of the government, and 
he makes a strong point as to the dis- 
missal of the official in the city of London, 
the ogent-general, which, he Insists, was 
altogether against the Interests uf the 
province. My Information Is quite at vari- 
ance with the statement of the leader of 
the oppoiltlop, ntul that that It Is" ^ulto in 
the Interests of tin- province (hut tlu £ou- 
oman who mis hut office now, and wi'° 
if always, there and always ready and 
courteous to give Information, should be 
occupying that, position. My honorable 
friend insists that under the former In- 
cumbent tlie work of thut office was con- 
siderably increased, and that the amount 
voted was always too small. In the re- 
turns which were asked from that office, 
although there was a slight Increase In 
the number of letters sent out, there wtis 
nothing to Indicate or show any great

I think the 
present salary Is- one ' that the gentleman 
should be satisfied with and all that the 
prortnee should be called upon it pay. 

As to the other dismissals — some have 
been dismissed for cause, and some have 
had their services dispensed with, hei.-wso 
they could he dispensed with without Im- 
pairing the public service. As to the librar- 
ian, his office was abolished because It 
was an unnecessary position; the deputy 
really doing the work In the library .c'r 



knew who knew anything about mining 
work that there were only a very few mines 
in the province that were as yet on n 
profit making basis; there was necessarily 
much dead work to be done, and many of 
the big mines had during the past year 
been greatly engaged In dead work, as for 
example, the Hull Mines, the War Eagle 
and the Lo Rot, which had for the better 
part of the year beep engaged In dead 
work. In criticizing the conduct and ac- 
tions of the late j;o> eminent the min- 
ister of finance had gone too much, also, 
on estimates Instead of facts; this course 
Wlfg absolutely unnecessary, too, for the 
minister had the developed facts before 
hint, And upon these actual facts as 
disclosed In the public accounts and else- 
where the opposition were able to refute 
all the charges made by the minister of 
finance against the late government for 
maladministration. The honorable minister 
boasted that' he bod reduced the expenses 
of the civil service to $07,000. lint bow- 
had this been done? Was there any states- 
manship about the method pursued? What 
was that method? Could not. any govern- 
ment without the slightest claim to states- 
manship simply cut down salaries? And 
this was all that had been done. Who 
could say what the result would he? The 
government had simply taken the axe and 
cat and slushed at the civil service tree, 
and Ir was practically certain that In con- 
sequence that tree would not continue to 
bear the good fralt that had borne ln the 
past. (near, hear.) A few years in the 
natural course events would be sufficient 
to show the fallacy of the method of 
retrenchment adopted, and which was now 
the glory and the boast of this govern- 
ment. It was not statesmanlike retrench- 
ment or conservation of provincial Interests 
— It was nothing hut false economy. Take, 
as an example, the action of the govern- 
ment in dismissing police constables. it 
was to he noted at the same time that 
the amount for keep of prisoners was in- 
creased, and how did tills arise? The ex- 
planation was very simple. The mainte- 
nance of an efficient and sufficient police 
force In Itself was security against crime— 
It was the best preventive measure that 
could be adopted, ami the cheapest policy 
In the long run. Take, as an Illustration 
of the false economy Illustrated in this 
regard, the removal of the constables for- 
merly stationed at: Ferule and at Crnn- 
hrook. The former was quite a busy place, 
al which there was urgent need for a 
.good officer. Supli a one had been secured, 
a former member of the Northwest Jfouutpd 
Police, who was must energetic and Intelli- 
gent In the discharge of his duties, and 
was no doubt responsible for the preven- 
tion of much wrongdoing nnd incidental 
expense. lint this constable was dismiss- 
ed and th,o Pernio lock-up closed, so tbut 
thereafter when a ease arose la the town 
Is was necessary for special constables to 
be sworn in, carriage procured and the 
prisoner or prisoners taken to Fort Steele, 
where they had to he confined. And with 
nil this additional expense there could not 
but be less efficient service. 

lion. Mr. Cotton rose to correct the 
speaker. He had not stated that the 
charge for keep of prisoners would be 
Increased, but the government had found 
the estimates of the late governmcnl so 
far astray under lids bend thnt they had 
thought it best to be on the safe side, and 
had herefore Increased the estimates to 
what: might he expected to be nil ude- 
qunt amount. 

Col. tinker heard the explanation of the 
finance .minister with a smile. He knew 
he said that he was treading on the toes 
of the honorable gentlemen opposite, and

be attributed the splendid 
reputation the province hud gained for the 
lightness of the crime record and the 
prompt apprehension and punishment of all 
wrongdoers within the borders of British 

Columbia. If any memb if the civil 

service deserved an increase rather than 
decrease In salary is was undoubtedly the 
superintendent of police, and he ventured 
to say flint: this view of the matter would 
be shared by all residents of the province 
He deeply regretted that the government 
should have adopted so parsimonious a 
policy, In which statesmanship played no 
part, ami which hud led them to cut down 
the salaries of those who had served 
the country long and faithfully. With re- 
ference to the asylum for the Insane, he 
was pleased to see that an Increased ex- 
penditure bad been provided for. As ro- 
lled Ion upon the policy of the government 
might naturally lead many unhappy people 
to find their -vay to this Institution, this 
action of tlie government might bo regarded 
as highly necessary. 
With 
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some years back. While the librarian drew provincial police, Superintendent litis 
salary as such, the deputy was really 

doing the work. Among the other nffl s 

dismissed there were no political dismis- 
sals. 

Referring to the act. of Ills 'Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, the honorable leader 
of the opposition Intimated that he had 
put a resolution on the orders for that 
question to come up.

orable friend's word for It that It Is. lie 
says the government has never assumes 
the responsibility for the Lleutennnt-Gnv- 
ernor's action. I say that this government 
has assumed all responsibility that they 
should take; on that or any other question 
that attaches to the government, we do 
assume nnd do not wish to shirk th.! re 
sponslhllity that should rest on us. Now 
my friend has been charging this govern- 
ment with having evaded the assumption 
of that responsibility; I say hero (hat we 
have assumed all the responsibility thnl 
belongs to the government, whatever thai 
may be. My friend says that we are not 
the government, and that we have no right 
to assume office or In control the govern- 
ment of this country. It Is ii very strange 
declaration to fall from a gentleman who 
has occupied a seat on the floor of this 

bouse for so many years. General e - 

Hons were held, iniil had the action of Ills 
Honor not been sustained. I presume there 
would have been some occasion for calling 
that notion Into question. But once a 
majority in this house, I say the fiction 
Is sustained, nnd by the elections that 
have taken place since Ihe public confidence 
It. the government ha- been manifested, 
and therefore the notion of the Lieutenant- 
Governor Is sustained, 1 will let that ques- 
tion remain In abeyance until my honorable 
friend's motion conies on. but I wish to 
slate most distinctly thai we do not shirk 
any responsibility that any governmcnl 
should take In this matter, and I have 
every confidence thai the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia are satisfied with the change 
that has taken place. (Government ap- 
plause.) 

COL. BAKER I'"'! listened with great 
Interest to the minister of finance In ids 
'irst budget speech, and conid not help 
but: admire the manner In which he had 
built up his fabric with first a stratum 
of fact and then a stratum of fiction, the 
whole making a very creditable speech 
although strangely composite. In his en- 
deavor to Injure the late government the 
finance minister had forgotten apparently 
that his words would go to the world, nnd 
In certain respects were calculated to do 
the. province irreparable Injury. There 
could he no doubt Unit serious harm would 
follow the publication to the world of the 
statement of a minister of the Crowi) In 
British Columbia to the etTect that the 
mineral output this year would be hut 
2 per cent, greater than Inst, this being 
one of those facts stated without due ex- 
planation and qualification are doubly In- 
jurious. This statement Indeed required 
n great denl of explanation. Everyone 



reference to the education debt, 
h was hero conducted on a different 
system from that, pursued ln other of the 
provinces, being here a direct Charge upon 
the province, he held that the time must 
soon come when some other system of ad- 
ministration must be adopted, and he hoped 
that whatever change Hie government saw 
lit to make It would not prevent their 
carrying into effect the plan of the late 
government looking to the Incorporation 
of /technical training in the public school 
programme. There had in the past been 
too much theoretical Instruction, and bo 
hoped to see manual training or technical 
education brought to bear Its natural and 
Important part In school work. He could 
not but deeply regret thnt the superintend- 
ent of education should have had his salary 
reduced. He was In every way an able 
nnil callable man, nnd to his wise admin- 
istration was unmlstakeably due In large 
measure the present excellence of the Brit- 
ish Columbia school system. His salary, 
too, should have been increased rather 
than diminished. As to the cdiicntlon.il 
vote as a whole, the members would see 
that this year It had been lumped, and 
while this did not convey any Impoi tnnt 
fact In Itself. It certainly was another In- 
dication of the policy show all through 
the present session In legislation and other- 
wise for the concentrating of power In the 
hands of the government, 'if "iui-s'\ the 
members of the, government would he ready 
to make Indignant denial mat there was 
nnv possibility of the money so he voted 
being devoted to other than strictly educa- 
tional purposes. The gsvertJ.nwnt was 1-u- 
llinn'. however— he was almost, tempted to 
say Inhuman in thinking of the way some" 
of Hie civil servnnts had been treated - and 
with n general election foreshadowed, Hie 



vote here Indicated wouid most probably 
he used in some wuy as a lever for hoisting 
the present, occupants of the treasury 
benches back into power again. 

There was one subject that lie was b'.th 
surprised and sorry that neither the finance 
minister nor the chief commissioner hud 
seen fit to touch upon— tills being the sub- 
ject of land sales. Men who bought land in 
the belief that their purchases would be 
protected, so long as they conformed to 
the law- of the laud. They had paid their 
first .-iiid second Instalments on the purchase 
price; they bad hud the land surveyed; 
hail erected buildings 

Hon. Mr. Murtlu-GIve us a slriglo In- 
stance that lias occurred. 

Col. linker— 1 will tin so— take the case of 
Mr. Wulffoohn, in Bast Kootenay. 

Hon. Mr. Martin— What buildings tlltl lie 
erect? 

Col. linker— I do not say that he went 
so far as to erect: buildings, but he had 
surveying done; and he was acting through- 
out, in the belief that so long as he com- 
plied with the laws of the land his pur- 
chase would be protected. And he had 
every right to so believe. 

Hon. Mr. Mart III— But he erected no build- 
ings; no one did, so why sav that thev 
did. 

Well, we will say nothing about the 
buildings, t'ol. linker continued, although I 
believe Instances can he quoted where this 
occurred. These men bought their hind 
In good faith, paid their purchase Instal- 
ments of Hie purchase money us It was 
due, anil had surveys gone on with. It 
wus eminently unfair that they should be 
deprived of their Investments. It was very 
well to say that the law provided the 
right for the government to take these 
lands ftlvny from the purchasers. This 
right was like the right of veto pos- 
sessed by the sovereign; it was very sel- 
dom called into activity. It was n right 
that had been provided for use In grave 
emergency, not a right to be abused as 
It hud In this province. Men who hail 
bought public lands In good faith and com- 
plying with all the requirements of the 
law were coolly ordered off. Here Is your 
money hack, they wore told— you can't have 
the land. Yes, but, they asked, how about 
the money we have spent: ln surveys and 
in otherwise developing the property? "Oh, 
we have nothing to do with that," the gov' 
eminent replied— "here Is your money that 
has been paid In, take It and go." Such 
a course was one that no honest business 
man would take. It was such a course 
as could not hut bring discredit upon Brit- 
ish Columbia, and it was a subject on 
which the elder commissioner should cer- 
tainly have given some definite Informa- 
tion. He had studiously avoided it, how- 
ever, not having a word to say as to the 
course Ihe government proposed to pursue 
in the matter of hind leases or purchased, 
He noted with pleasure the Increase that 
the minister of finance expected under the 
head of mairiiige and license foes, and 
hoped that his anticipations In this regard 
would he fully, realized, He had also 
noted the Indication Hint the miners of 
the country would be required fo bear the 
brunt of making up the loss of revenue 
created by the abolition of the so-sHIIcd 
mortgage tax. It would no doubt be :i 
pleasure for the miners to learn that they 
were to be thus honored In this regard. 
As to the $15,000 expected from the Do- 
minion government In connection with the 
Columbia river protection works at Revel, 
stoke, the late government could just as 
well have taken the credit: for tills, in- 
deed he himself had taken a very im- 
portant part when at Ottawa In urging 
upon the federal authorities the necessity 
of making provision for tills work. The 
Stand "f the lllte government had been that 
this was a work thnt. purely and entirely 
concerned the Dominion, ami In connec- 
tion with which the Dominion should bear 
all the charges. Though It. had heen 
thought fit by the new government to re- 
ccde from this position he was neverthe- 
less glad that tin? energetic representa- 
tions of the late government had been In- 
strumental in at least securing from the 
Dominion a measure of satisfaction for 
the province, and were even now bearing 
fruit. As to tin? alleged deficit that had 
heen made the most of in Hie speech from 
Hie throne and later by the finance min- 
ister, no elaborate explanation was at all 
necessary. The course of Ihe late gov- 
ernment hail been direct, plain, straight- 
forward and businesslike— that it was no 
use In taking one or two years as an in- 
dex of the policy of t in? government. A 
policy could not be arrived lit over an area 
of a decade. Then inking the last decade 
It wojild be found that the policy of the 
government was that of a liberal ixpondl- 
turc on public works In order to develop 
the undoubted natural resources of the 
country. Assured of Its nntiir.ll A-oalth 
the lute government hail no fear -eir hesi- 
tation in borrowing money liberally for 
opening up the ways for the development 
of the natural resources nnd wealth. Now 
if we turned to the public accounts we 
found Hint so far as there buying been 

a deficit In the liist. year's ace ts as 

stated by the honorable minister of finance, 
(here was practically a surplus. The net. 
expenditure for the years 1897-08 was 
$2,001,031, Hut of this there was expendi- 
ture mi public works of $720,037, leaving 
$1,271,004. The total net. revenue for Hint 
year was $1,430,623, leaving a surplus of 
$180,020 of revenue over expenditure, ex- 
clusive of public works. No one could deny 
that Hint amount would be ample to meet 
all ordinary expenditure upon public works. 
Itut the policy of the lnte government had 
been to recognize Hie fact, that the coun- 
try could only be developed by borrowing 
money at n low fate of Interest in-order 
Unit it might be expended upon productive 
public works, nnd the proof that this had 
been a statesmanlike policy could be found 
by appealing to the Increase of revenue 
over the past ten years which was shown 
thnt this Investment of the public .'money 
upon public works had produced an In- 
crease of revenue of over 120 per cent. 
The honorable minister of finance In the 
course of his remarks stilted that he had 
reduced the deficit of 1-10 of what it was 
In former times. It. could hardly be pos- 
sible Hint the honorable gentleman meant 
what he saltl. because It was found that 
the excess of expenditure over revenue 
for last year amounted to $001,408, while 
the estimates of the honorable gentleman 
of excess of expenditure over revenue for 
the coming year was ?214,881. Therefore 
If his statement hud heen correct, his 
excess of revenue over expenditure should 
have been hut $50,000— this showing once 
again the Inaccuracy to which the honorable 
minister had been driven ln order to build 
up u fictitious showing of strength. But 
In the course of the decade In which Illus- 
trations had been made, there occurred 
a period of great financial depression affect- 
ing all the world. British Columbia felt 
It keenly nnil In 1801-0." the net revenue of 
the province fell to $600,000.. But what 



was the- policy of the government in that 
era of darkness? Wus the government 
timid or afraid? Was it so frightened at 
the clouds ns to reduce the expenditure on 
public works iu order to make ends' meet? 
No; It had been more statesmanlike In meet- 
ing the grave situation. It had quite realiz- 
ad thnt It was a time for the government 
to come to the help of the people— that 
It was n time to spend public money. Ao- 
cordlugly when many worklngmen were 
being forced to the verge of starvation; 
and when business houses all around were 
tottering, the government had expended 
something like $700,000 In Important public 
works. Who were then the friends of 
the working mnn? Who wns it that came 



the various Items ni tht-y passed— the print 
Ing office vote; that far the asylum for 
the Insnnei the museuinj the Jubilee hos- 
pital. Iu connection with the latter In- 
stitution, the senior member for Victoria 
urged with vigor that the per . capita al- 
lowance per patient should' he increased to 
at least sixty cents. Mr. McPkillips en- 
dorsed the remarks of. Mr. nelmcken In 
this regard, and Hon. Mr. Martin contended 
that the Jubilee hospital had been unduly 
favored In the past, and; hnd no reason to 
complain at the present allowance — which 
wns fully 33 1-3 per cent; higher than would 
be allowed ln any other province-. 

Medical votes, cost of prisoners' keep and 
sheriff's fees— each iu turn provoked some

presslon flint threatened utter and complel 
ruin to uinny? And the policy thnt was 
best for tlie country then wns the best 
for the- country to-day— a policy of develop- 
ment by means of public works. What 
Iiritlsh Columbia wanted was a govern- 
ment that could produce easy menus of 
transportation so that men could get In to 
the resources of the country and muke 
them productive of prosperity. Had the 
minister of finance hud anything to say of 
such a policy? Or had the chief commis- 
sioner and leader of the government? Hail 
they, or either of them, had anything to 
the house as to a railway policy? Not a 
word. They had brought down one bill 
In the direction of retarding the develop- 
ment of several railway enterprises by the 
withdrawal of subsidies, hut they hud not 
had a word to offer with regard to a rail- 
way policy of the future. The past gov- 
ernment lniil shown a policy of large-minded 
enterprise anil development of the country 
as against the policy of the present nd- 
mlnlstratloii-inere retrenchment of expen- 
diture; an exuberance of party politics and 
an utter want of statesmanship* (Opposi- 
tion applause.) 

Mr. Speaker having called three times, 
"Are you ready for the question?" hen' 
uing the bell, just as .Mr. Booth (North 
Victoria! ruse to speak, The member for 
North Victoria Insisted on his having been 
on his feet, hut the Speaker would not 
allow him to proceed, and the motion that 
the Speaker do leave tlie chair was de- 
clared carried. 

IX COMMITTEE. 
The house then went into committee with 
the deputy speaker, Mr. Hlgglus, as chair- 
man. 

The first votes went through unchallenged 
or undiscussed, until the reductions of sal- 
aries in tlie administration of justice wus 
reached, and the statement was brought 
lo light that the Victoria district reglrtrar 
of the Supreme court was credited with 
receiving an additional S500 from the Do- 
minion. Mr. Helmcken disputed the truth 
of this, and lion. Mr. Martin said that lie 
hellevcd such payment was made, but 
hat if the facts proved as the senior mem- 
ber for Victoria had salt! the reduction In 
Hie salary of the registrar would have to 
he rectified. 

The lump sum of $".-,,000 for laud, iwrlstrv 
offices was next tUuJlcnged by Mr. 
Helmcken,. who wanted from the finance 
minister all the Information that lie had 
io offer under this bead. Hon. Mr. Cotton 
explained that the sum set forth was prac- 
tically the same us last year, when, how- 
ever, it hnd heen given In detail. Owing 
to the Introduction of the Torrens system 
certain changes would be necessary, nnd ns 
these changes could not be decided nt once 
t had been Impossible to speclfv the 
Individual Items In Ihe vote. 

Mr Bberts pointed to the fact that when 
the house gave consideration to tlie second 
leading of the bill to bring Into existence 
the Torrens system of land registry he had 
made the statement that that system cost 
In operation in Ontario some $50,000 or 
$00,000 annually, .the Attorney-General 
stating in reply that In this province it 
would hi; operated for $20,000 or less He 
now found that the estimated cost hud 
been materially Increased, nnd ns the sub- 
ject must have been carefully considered 
by the ministers, he wanted some Infor- 
mation us to the causes tlnft had led them 
to change their views. To this Hon. Mr. 
I otton replied that Hi- government hnd 
thought, r,s the subject was largely one 
of estimate only, that it was better to be 
on the safe side. 

The vote for stipendiary magistrates 
$2,000, was passed without comment, but 
Ihe item following. Hie vote for the pro- 
Uncial police, again brought Mr. Helmcken 
lo the front, with a strong objection to 
Die contemplated reduction of the salary 
of Superintendent Husscy. He could not 
understand on what principle Hint gentle- 
man's salary had been reduced, and vig- 
orously opposed the reduction as Impolitic 
and Ill-advised. Hon. Mr. Martin replied 
Dial the value of the office had been or 
would be fixed by the amount at which a 
competent man could he obtained to do 
the work-in other words, the salary would 
he fixed at. the worth of the work per- 
formed, not, upon any estimate as to what 
Die occupant of the position could com- 
mand in some other walk In life. lie was 
satisfied that a new superintendent of 
police could be obtained for $1,600 per 
annum— indeed he regarded even tills ns 
excessive for the work. Mr. Eherts fol- 
owed and also spoke In terms of the highest 
appreciation of the services and value to 
the province of Mr. Husscy, and pointed 
oat that It was not by Ids own seeking 
that he ivns now holding the position he 
did. lie hnd been the incumbent: of an 
Important position In the Upper Country 
until Induced to take charge of the police 
of the province through the late Hon. Mr, 
Davie, who recognized In him a man pe- 
culiarly fitted for such a position. It cer- 
tainly seemed hard that after long years 
in Hie public service— years in which he 
had been constantly employed to the ad- 
vantage of the province and his own credit, 
Mr. Hussey should find himself new in the 
afternoon of his life reduced In salary 
when In other vocations he would he con- 
tinually earning more year after year. Col. 
linker In turn added his good word ror 
he superintendent, nnd 'strongly objected to 
Hie unfairness of the reduction contemplat- 
ed. As to the principle enunciated by 
the Attorney-General, he hellevcd that If 

followed out to lis conclusion it would 
have the effect of demoralizing the service. 
Hon. Mr. Martin again defended this sys- 
tem he had referred to, and maintained 
that $1,500 per annum wns n large salary 
for the superintendent of police, while ns 
for Mr. Husscy— be was a moderately calla- 
ble man, hut there was nothing wonderful 
about him, 

On the vole for the juvenile reformatory 
Mr. Helmcken again was heard from with 
a demand for changes,, in Hie location and 
conduct of the institution, so thnt Its In- 
mates might be farther removed from the 
associations of the gaols, nnd acquire n 
more useful nnd practical education during 
their term of correction. 

On the vote for the indemnity to mem- 
bers, $22,800 In all, Mr. Helmcken proposed 
Hint If Hie finance minister would move 
for a reduction of $'-200 to each member 
he would second the vote for tlie amend- 
ment. Hon, Mr. Cotton suggested that the 
senior member for Victoria might himself 
have the honor of moving the amendment, 
which Mr. Helmcken promptly did. The 
amendment was supported with arguments 
both grave and humorous, by Messrs. 
EbertB, A. W. Smith. McIMillllps and Col. 
Maker, and opposed by Mr. Henderson, 
Hon, Mr. Semlln, Mr. Kellle, Major-General 
Klnchant nnd Mr. Nelll. Ultimately the 
amendment wns withdrawn, nnd the com- 
mittee took recess until evening, reporting 
progress. 

In the evening Mr. Helmcken wns the 
chief Interrogator of the government on 



last Hon. Mr. Martin once a^ain enunciated 
the doctrine that the government proposed 
hereafter to pay for the work done — this 
and nothing more. Mr. Helgesen, wanted 
to know bow under the new system the 
Biirkervllle sheriff could he expected to live, 
to which Hon. Mr. Martin made reply that 
the government could- not be expected to 
pay salaries merely that some one should 
live. 

The vote for $0,000 for "constitutional 
litigation nnd general' law costs" brought 
the statement from Hon. Mr. Martin that 
hereafter the province proposed to test 
In the courts the full rights of the people 
as against such corporations as the C.F.It.. 
or the 0. & N. Railway Company— all rich: 
corporations. 

The committee rose on schedule A, anil 
after some routine business the house ad- 
journed before midnight.

THE WEEK AT HOSSLAND. 

Sophie Mountain Looking Up— The Rich 
Properties of the Northern Holt- 
Light Shipments, 

Rosalnnd, Feb. 18. — The principal event 
of the past week in mining circles was 
the finding of six feet of ore in the Velvet 
property on Sophie mountain. In the 
crosscut run front the 100-foot level nt 
a point. -10 feet from the shaft and ore 
body nix feet wide has been encountered. 
This same body was found in the f>0 and 
100-foot levels. In Uiese levels it. was 
four feet wide, hut now it has widened 
out to sbc feet. This following on the 
heels of the Bnil made in the Victory- 
Triumph some days since has attracted 
favorable- attention to Sophie mountain, 
Another important event during the 
past week was the resumption of work 
on the Iron Colt. This closes up a link 
in the long chain of working properties 
in the north belt that extends from the 
Novelty to the Columbia and Kootenay, 
a distance of about two miles. These in- 
clude the Novelty, No. 1, War Eagle, Le 
Koi, West Lo Hoi and Josie, Centre 
Star, Iron Musk, Virginia, Iron Horse, 
Columbia and Kootenay. With the de- 
velopment now in progress- all along the 
northern line the results cannot fail to 
be productive Of a largely increased out- 
put during the present year. 

The development in the Evening Star 
continues to be encouraging. The presi- 
dent of the Evening Slur visited the 
property during the week and was very 
much pleased with the result, and stated 
before his departure for Spokane that 
the intention was to commence shipping 
within a short lime. 

Shipments from Rossland mines were 
light during the past week. The War 
Eagle shipped hut little, owing to the 
alterations to the electrical compressor 
plant not being completed. The Le Roi 
■i still being overhauled and made no 
hipments. The Iron Mask was the only- 
other shipper. The shipments for the 
Week ending February 18 were as fol- 
lows: War Eagle, 234; Iron Mask, 54;

Chicago, Feb. 18— Lord Charles Beres 
ford was to-night the guest of honor at 
a banquet given by the Commercial Club 
at which three hundred of the leading 
business and professional men of the 
city were present. Eord Charles was in- 
troduced by Cyrus H. McCormiek and 
when the distinguished Englishman, rose 
for his address tremendous cheers greet 
him. His speech was received with 
frequent outbursts of applause and as 
lie resumed his seat the cheering contin- 
ued several minutes, Hon. George E. 
Adams of Chicago replied. Although 
Ivocating the open door in China and 
filled with expressions of friendship to- 
ward England Mr. Adams speech was 
against the idea of a formal alliance be- 
tween the United States and any power 
in tin' old world. 

This morning Eord Charles paid a visit 
to the board of trade, where he was given 
u Welcome that exceeded in noise any- 
thing tlmt he had heard since arriving in 
the United States. Business was sus- 
pended 1)11 the lloor and he was escorted 
by President Lyon to the visitors' gal- 
lery between two lines of cheering and 
shouting brokers. After the gallery had 
been reached President Lyon made a 
short address of introduction and then 
pandemonium was let loose once more. 
After ten minutes Lord Charles wits 
given ft chance to bear his own voice and 
spoky as follows: "Allow me to thank 
you for the great honor paid me. It is 
not only a great compliment to mo per- 
sonally but to the associated chambers 
or commerce of England which 1 repre- 
sent. I am delighted with the interest 
which bas been shown in the future of 
China. The future desired is certain to 
come and there is no city that bus a 
greater, interest in the future than Chi- 
cago, situated as it is iti the centre of 
your country. I shall regard the opening 
of China the greatest commercial event 
of the world, and I do certainly believe 
the country will be opened." Eater an 
informal reception was held in the office 
of the secretary of the board.

INVITING DISALLOWANCE. 

From the Toronto Globe. 

The bill introduced by the Minister of 
Mines in the British Columbia legislat- 
ure contains a clause which has been rc 
garded with disfavor/ in other parts of 
the Dominion. It provides that " 
stock company or corporation shall be 
entitled to take out a fret' miner's certifi- 
cate unless the same lifts been incorpor- 
ated, ami not simply licensed or regis- 
tered under the laws of this province, 
and unless such company or corporation 
is authorized to take out a miner's license 
by the lietttenant-governor-in-couneil.'' 
The effect of this is to shut out compan- 
ies incorporated by the Dominion to 
carry on mining in British Columbia, and 
also companies incorporated by the other 
provinces. 

.lust whnt purpose is to be served by 
this policy of provincial oxclusivcness is 
not at all clear. By requirements in re- 
gard to registration and license the prov- 
ince can impose and does impose every 
necessary safeguard. It requires the 
establishment of a. local office where 
legal processes may be served, and 
makes provision by which the "extra- 
provincial " company may sue and be 
sued. It safeguards local creditors, and 
by making the fees as high as the costs 
of incorporation, prevents the loss of 
revenue by incorporation elsewhere. 

Tin; only practical effect of this pro- 
posed law would be the location of the 
liead offices of a few corporations in 
British Columbia, and that would be a 
small return for the annoyance, incon- 
venience and retaliatory spirit that would 
be provoked. A company with a Do- 
minion charter to carry on operations in 
Ontario and British Columbia would be 
obliged to dissolve nnd incorporate under 
the laws of British Columbia. If On- 
tario should retaliate, operations in the 
two provinces would be impossible. 

" The comity of nations distinctly 
recognizes the right of a foreign incor- 
porated company to carry on business 
and make contracts without the country 
iti which it is Incorporated, if consistent 
with the purposes of the corporation and 
not prohibited by its charter, and tiot in 
consistent with the local laws of the 
Country in which the business is carried 
on, subject always to the restrictions 
and burthens imposed by the laws im- 
posed therein." That is from a judgment 
by Justice Ritchie, recorded in Vol. 17. 
Supreme Court Reports, page loo. If 
such is recognized in the comity of na- 
tions, surely the brotherhood of prov- 
inces united' in one family should dictate 
a policy at least as generous. 

The American constitution provides 
that a company incorporated in any state 
of the Union shall have power to do busi- 
ness in any other state, subject, of 
course, to the local laws. Were a meas- 
ure similar to this clause in the British 
Columbia bill to be passed by any state 
legislature, it would be declared ultra 
vires by the Supreme Court. In Canada 
there is no such constitutional provision, 
and while the law is clearly contrary to 
the spirit and purpose of the federal com- 
pact, it would stand the test of our high- 
est court. It was to cover cases of this 
nature that the power of disallowance 
was conferred on the federal authority. 
In the United States the federal author- 
ity has no power of disallowance, but the 
local adoption of protection policies is 
carefully prohibited by the constitution. 
We have no such constitutional safe- 
guards, but the power of disallowance 
has been retained to meet, the possibility 
of local exciusiveness or antagonistic 
legislation between the provinces. 

The clause in question deals primarily 
with the property of, the province and 
the local regulations of the mining indus- 
try, not with the federal incorporation of 
companies. It is consequently quite 
within the scope of the provincial auth- 
ority, although a similar law would bt 
beyond the power of a state legislature 
While provision has been made for the 
possible straining of provincial authority 
in the direction of internecine antagon- 
ism, it is to be hoped that th" opposite 
spirit will characterize the deliberations 
of every cabinet council and every legis- 
lative assembly. While we are so en- 
thusiastic about the strengthening of the 
ties that bind the Empire together, we 
will be making ourselves ridiculous if 
local exciusiveness breeds antagonism 
within the Dominion,

Buffalo, Vch. 'M.— Lord Bcrcsfdrd 
faced I'' 8 remarks to the Merchants' Club 
to-day with an allusion to the courtesy and 
kindness with which he has been received 
by thi People of this country, saying that 
tile memory of his experiences would be- 
very pleasant. He .said flint he bad been 
asked to make many addresses, but In 
reality he had come here to learn some- 
thing, not to be asked questions. He then 
outlined the rensnns for his visit to this 
and other countries, saying that he had 
been sent by the associated chambers of 
commerce of Great Britain to learn whether 
there were any chances of furthering com- 
mercial Interests In China, what security 
there was for Invested capital and what 
opportunities lay In the future. Ah a re- 
sult of his observations, he has found that 
business and trade In China had Increased 
during the past year, that there was no 
security for the development of trade anil 
commerce, that there was no security of- 
fered to capital by the police and govern- 
ment systems now in vogue. 

"I find," gald the speaker, "from consulta- 
tion with representatives of the Dnitcu 
States, Germany and Japan, that trade 
with China Is confined to those three coun- 
tries, together with my own. If some guar- 
antee can be brought about by these four 
nations, there Is a future. I omit France 
and lU'sslu from the list out of no lack of 
courtesy or respect for them, but their In- 
terests are not now what the Interests of 
the four are. 

"1 find that the country of China Is 
Wealthy. The surface has not been scratch- 
ed. It has a poor government, but good 
land. The people are honest and trust- 
worthy. From the banking interests and 
the merchants I hear that the Chinese are 
honest traders and their word Is ns good 
as their bond. But the people are easily 
led. When properly led, clothed and fed, 
they make excellent citizens. I believe that 
your views are the same as ours in Eng- 
land, because the trade and commerce of 
the two uaMons are interested in China, 
the whole interests of the whole countries 
lire Involved. The two groat nations must 
take the Initiative. 

"Now the open door policy expresses sim- 
ply a wish to ensure matters for the future 
as they are now under tin? present treaty, 
o fair and free Held for all. It Is no policy 
to maintain territorial rights. The open 
door policy In China Is Impossible, unless 
China Is kept In Its Integrity. The llrst 
step to be taken Is to put the Chinese fam- 
ily on a flrm footing. It Is no question 
whether China will full to pieces from out- 
side Interference; the question Is whether 
she will fall to pieces through her own ef- 
fetencBS. 

"1 have suggested that the four countries 
have a right because of the vested capi- 
tal of their citizens to demand that the 
Chinese army be put In condition, and we 
can help her by sending some of our com- 
missioned and non-commlssloned officers. 

"HuBSln may say to us that we aim nt 
dominion— that Kuglund alms at dominion. 
But wo deny that. If England alined nt 
dominion, would 1 be here Inviting three 
Other great and powerful nations to go In 
with ns for developing the future trade and 
commerce of china. All we want is an 
army of sufficient discipline to preserve 
Chinese Integrity. Then we must rear- 
range the government. People wilt tell 
nie that the present order of things would 
be difficult to upset. I say that It would 
be easy. In China there Is no religious 
fanaticism, The Chinese obey authority; 
let them have good authority. They are 
almost Idolotrous In their respect for au- 
thority- We shall have no use for the open 
door unless the room on the other side of 
the door has been put in order. When the 
Chinese army has been put In order for the 
benefit of the Chinese, we shall Insist on 
the great resources of the country being 
opened to the world. The riches of some pi 
of the provinces through which I passed 
nre something marvellous. Cold lies on the 
surface. The Chinese do not like to mine. 
If the.v should dig n hole In the earth some 
great devil would come out from It and all 
would have the plague. The Chinese mer- 
chants I found to be Iti accord with my 
views. So with the viceroys of some of the 
provinces. The government Is against these 
views, but It will not be long before the 
government will have to give in to the will 
of the people, even In China. 

"I call your attention to the fact," Raid 
he, "that the people of England find the 
English government luwe not tried to keep 
France nn'fl Russia out of China, bat have 
exerted ail their powers lo uphold the 
autonomy of the Chinese government', and 
to keep open the door to the commerce of 
the world of such parts of China's terri- 
tory us are or may be subject to the In- 
fluences of those powers or any other [lower. 
In this position I believe that the United 
iStiites should share, n ml that it Is very 
much Us Interest to share.

Sentiments of lootlwill to British Nation 
on Eve of II s Departure for London. 



William Robertson and Wilfred O. 
Snider, committed for trial on several 
charges, in sof le of which it is alleged 
the.y btttl accomplice's in (Jcorge Besson 
RUd Stewart M. Bobertson, were yester 
drey found guilty by Mr. Justice Wnlkeni 
ot breaking and entering Mr. D. Speh 
cer's stable on Michigan street and steal- 
ing therefrom three buggy robes valued 
at $(J0 and a filling bridle. 

The evidence given yesterday for the 
crown was similar in most respects to 
that given at the preliminary hearing, the 
exception being the testimony of Cieorge 
Itosson. lie himself stands committed 
on several charges, and it was rather a 
surprise to the defence when he took the 
stand, but if what lie says is true lie had 
good reasons for turning against his 
former friends. When the preliminary 
hearings first commenced it was notice! 
that the rest of the accused put tlit 
blame for the many thefts on Itosson 
and he seemed willing to bear the burden 
iTesterduy he explained that this was 
part of a well-laid scheme, which, how- 
ever, the schemers might have found it 
difficult to carry out. Itosson was to 
stand the blame for everything, and, of 
course, to receive the sentence. And 
then, when he was being taken to New- 
Westminster— or at any rate after he 
was behind the bars— his companions 
were to secure his release by force. 
Itosson finally came to the conclusion 
that be stood a big chance of getting the 
worst Of this, so on the advice of his 
Counsel be turned Queen's evidence. 

According to him, he did not take part 
in t lie Spencer robbery, \V. Robertson 
and Snider, with the aid of Sammy John- 
son, doing the job. He wits in bed, he 
said, in the Robertson cabin at half-past 
1 o'clock on the morning of January i!'J, 
when Snider and W. Robertson came in. 
lie heard them say that they had got 
three rugs, and Snider said he would take 
one of them. Then Itosson told how 
Robertson tried to get him to take the 
blnnio for the Spencer robbery. They 
hud ben separated at the city lock-up, he 
bei«g sent upstairs and Robertson being 
kept downstairs. On the day that the 
preliminary examination of the case was 
going on in (lie police court, a Japanese 
prisoner who took the meals around 
luuraed Urn the following note from 
Robertson:
